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7b the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Rhode 
Island: 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with section sixjof chapter one hun- 
dred eighty-seven of the General Laws, I present the following* 
report of the condition and proceedings of the several railroad 
corporations chartered by this State or doing business under its 
laws. 

The annual returns of the several railroad corporations, both 
steam and electric roads, are made up to the thirtieth day of June, 
1901, and these returns will be found in full in the appendix to 
this report, together with tables, compiled from them, giving the 
more important statistics up to that date. 

My general report, however, is for the calendar year, from Janu- 
ary 1, 1901, to the thirty-first day of December, 1901. 

The past year has been one of general prosperity throughout 
the country, and the returns from the railroads show that they 
have been more prosperous than in any previous year, with the 
possible exception of the last quarter of the year. 

During the year 4,518 miles of new road have been built in the 
United States : of this mileage Texas comes first, with 537 miles ; 
Oklahoma territory is second, with 398 miles ; West Virginia third, 
with 266 miles. Only 19 miles of new road were built in New 
England — 12 in Maine, and 7 in Massachusetts. The total num- 
ber of miles of road in this country, according to the best infor- 
mation I can obtain, is 198,926. It is estimated by the London 
Mail that the total mileage of the world is 484,348, of which 
220,667 miles are in North America, 168,605 in Europe, 35,680 in 
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Asia, 28,364 in South ^^eri^aV 15,860 in Africa, and 15,282 in 

Australasia. Thus ,t^e*IJiiit'ed States has two-fifths of the railroad

mileage of the \^prld,' and a much larger mileage than that of any 
other cGrujrtiy.'' *' 

: 'J>\kiixg the year over 130,000 freight cars have been turned out 
'IrcJm the car building shops of this country, and yet there has 
been great complaint on the part of the shippers that they could 
not obtain cars to ship their products. Several of the largest 
steel works, and other manufacturing concerns, have been obliged 
to shut down, at times, on account of the inability of the railroads 
to furnish cars to transport the necessary coal for their use, or to 
take away their manufactured product, and this notwithstanding 
the fact that the output of cars from the several car manufactur- 
ers has been the largest ever recorded in a single year.

The various locomotive builders have been unable to supply the 
demand, and it is reported that the locomotives on exhibition at 
the Pan-American Exposition were sold before the exposition 
closed. Orders for hundreds of locomotives and thousands of 
cars, both freight and passenger, have been placed for delivery 
as early as possible in 1902. During the year 1901 orders were 
placed for 198,300 cars and 4,300 locomotives, at an estimated cost 
of two hundred million dollars. 

The preliminary report of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
on the income account of railways in the United States for the 
year ending June 30, 1901, shows returns of railway companies 
operating 192,193 miles of line. The passenger earnings of these 
railways were $426,909,210, and the freight earnings $1,114,740,770. 
The total gross earnings were $1,578,164,205, or $8,211 per mile of 
line, against $1,487,044,014 in 1900. Operating expenses amounted 
to $1,023,156,281, or $5,323 per mile of line, making net earnings 
$555,007,924, or $35,677,218 in excess of the fiscal year 1900. The 
amount of dividends decared during the year was $121,108,637, or 
$13,000,000 more than for the same roads in 1900. The surplus 
from operations was $77,544,736. 
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A noticeable fact, however, in connection with the railroads of 
the country is the increased number of accidents which have 
occurred, with large loss of life, many injuries to passengers, and 
great destruction of property. And it is also true that the greater 
portion of these accidents have oc6urred on those roads that were 
the most fully equipped with the latest improvements in the line 
of block signals and other safety appliances. Signals have been 
misunderstood or disregarded, and in several cases written train 
orders have been misinterpreted or neglectfully violated* Nearly 
every collision, both front and rear, has been caused wholly by 
the carelessness of employees. I have sometimes thought that 
in the multiplication of safety appliances less attention has been 
given to the character and qualifications of persons selected for 
responsible positions, and that many employees, in their absolute 
reliance upon signals, have failed to exercise, or did not possess, 
the good common sense and reasoning powers that were formerly 
deemed essential in those employees to whose care were entrusted 
the lives and safety of the passengers. 

In this connection an entirely new system of signals, which are 
designed to prevent collisions and to show whether tracks are clear 
or are obstructed, has been devised by A. C. Miller, chief train 
despatcher of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad. He pro- 
poses to substitute for the present block-signals colored electric 
lights, to be placed in the cab of the locomotive, directly in front of 
the engineer. When the tracks are clear a white light will be shown, 
and when there is any obstruction a red light will appear. His 
system is to be installed on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Bailroad, and also on the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad, 
and its development and operation will be awaited with great 
interest by all railroad officials. 

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF RAILWAY COMMISSIONERS. 

The Thirteenth Annual Convention of the National Association 
of Railway Commissioners was held at San Francisco, Cal., on the 
5th, 6th, and 7th days of June, 1901. Twenty-one States were re- 
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presented by members of their official railroad boards, as well as 
the United States Interstate Commerce Commission, auditors, tax 
officers, etc. Among* the subjects presented and acted upon was 
a report of the Committee on Grade Crossings, presented by Hon. 
Ashley W. Cole, chairman of the New York Board of Commis- 
sioners. This report, with remarks by Mr. Cole and Commissioner 
Bishop, of Massachusetts, will be found in full in the appendix to 
this report. 

The next meeting of the association will be at Charleston, S. C, 
on the 11th of February, 1902. 

SUMMAEY OF STATISTICS. 

There are fourteen steam railroad corporations incorporated 
under our laws, or doing business in this State, the same number 
as was reported last year ; of these, however, only four roads are 
owned and operated under their original charters, viz.: The 
Narragansett Pier Railroad, the Wood River Branch, the Moshas- 
suck Valley, and the Newport & Wickford Railroad and Steam- 
boat Co. The mileage of these four roads is less than twenty 
miles. All the other roads, though still keeping up their organiza- 
tion, as required by their charters, are either owned or operated 
under lease by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Co. 

PROPERTY. 

The paid up capital stock of the several steam railroad corpora- 
tions is $105,582,475; miles of road owned and operated, 2,495+; 
miles of road in this State, 209 +; miles of single track in this 
State, 437+. The number of locomotives owned, 930; passenger- 
train cars, 1,851 ; freight cars, 13,511. 

As compared with last year's report, these figures show no in- 
crease in the capital stock ; an increase in locomotives of 21 ; an 
increase of 3 in passenger-train cars ; a decrease in freight cars of 
204 ; no increase in miles of road owned and operated ; increase 
in miles of single track in this State, 2. 
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The total property and assets of these corporations is reported 
as $198,064,789-68, which is $14,755,907*22 over and above the total 
amount of their capital stock and funded and floating indebted- 
ness. This report shows an increase in property and assets of 
$6,336,752-22. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of these corporations is $69,231,517-77; the 
floating debt is $8,494,889-69; total indebtedness, $77,726,407*46. 
As compared with last year's report, these figures show an in- 
crease in the funded debt of $6,685,000 ; a decrease in the floating 
indebtedness of $814,511*58 ; an increase in the total indebtedness 
of $5,870,488-42. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The total receipts from all sources were $43,676,907-85; total 
expenditures, $37,033,884-79 ; net earnings, $6,643,023-06 As com- 
pared with report of last year, these figures show a decrease in 
receipts of $181,743-47 ; a decrease in the expenditures of $210,- 
164-09 ; and an increase in net earnings of $28,420*62. The receipts 
of the roads were derived from the following sources, viz. : from 
passenger departments, $19,928,070*46 ; from freight departments, 
$19,931,943*70 ; from rents of road, express privileges, transporta- 
tion of the mails, and all other sources, $3,816,893-69. As com- 
pared with last year's report, these figures show an increase in 
receipts from passenger departments of $85,340-70 ; from freight 
departments a decrease of $299,106*57; and from miscellaneous 
sources an increase of $32,022*40. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by ten of the railroad corporations; the 
dividends paid by eight of them, however, were from the rentals 
received from lease of roads. One of the leased roads, the Woon- 
socket & Pascoag, paid no dividend, as its receipts from rental 
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were only sufficient to pay the interest on its funded debt. The 
rates and amounts of dividends paid were as follows : 

New York, New Haven & Hartford, 8 per cent., $4,294,738. 

Providence & Worcester, 10 per cent., $350,000. 

Boston & Providence, 10 per cent., $400,000.

Newport & Wickford E. E. & Steamboat Co., no dividend, though 
its net earnings were a little over 5 per cent. 

Narragansett Pier, 8 per cent., $10,704. 

Wood Eiver Branch, no dividend : its return shows a loss of 
$121-27. 

Providence, Warren & Bristol, 5 per cent., on common and pre- 
ferred stock, $21,871. 

Old Colony, 7 per cent., $1,162,623. 

New England, 3 per cent., on preferred stock, $150,000. 

Pawtuxet Valley, 6^ per cent., $6,558*50. 

Ehode Island & Massachusetts, 5 per cent., $9,000. 

Woonsocket & Pascoag, no dividend. 

Moshassuck Valley, no dividend, though its net earnings were a 
little over 4 per cent. 

The total amount of dividends paid was $6,426,192*50. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The total number of passengers carried by all of the roads was 
53,343,687, an increase of 963,454. The New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Eailroad reports an increase of 954,544, the Newport & 
Wickford Eailroad and Steamboat Co. a decrease of 8,844, the 
Narragansett Pier an increase of 16,865, the Wood Eiver Branch 
an increase of 738, and the Moshassuck Valley Eailroad an in- 
crease of 151. 

MERCHANDISE TRANSPORTED. 

The total number of tons of merchandise transported was 
15,585,537, a decrease of 279,548 tons. All the roads report a 
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decrease except the Narragansett Pier Eailroad. This road re- 
ports an increase of 1,615 tons. 

RATES OF FARE. 

The rates of fare for local tickets range from 1*963 cents,, the 
average of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Eailroad, to 5 
cents per mile on the Newport & Wickford Railroad and Steam- 
boat Co. ; commutation tickets, from 0*586 to 2'50 cents per mile. 

PERSONS EMPLOYED. 

The total number of persons employed in this State by all the 
roads is reported as 2,625, a decrease of 7. This is the total 
number of employees who receive their pay in this State ; many 
employees that run on trains through this State receive their pay 
and are credited to Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

STATIONS. 

The number of regular stopping places for trains is reported as 
114; there are 44 flag stations. Station buildings or shelters are 
provided at 126 places. Some of the station buildings are kept in 
good order, clean and comfortable, and the grounds and premises 
in connection therewith well cared for. But this is not true of 
very many of the stations. Some of them, where there are fairly 
good buildings, are not properly cared for ; the floors and wood- 
work are almost filthy, while it is hard work in some cases to see 
the approach of trains through the windows on account of the 
various deposits upon the glass. There has been, as far as my 
observation goes, and I have seen nearly every station building 
in the State, a deterioration for the two or three years last past in 
the attention given to the care of station buildings. I do not know 
where the blame is to be placed, but would suggest that a closer 
inspection of station buildings, by some official, would probably 
cause a marked improvement in this regard. 

2 
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There are, however, several places where the station buildings 
are not at all suitable for the accommodation of human beings. 

Two station buildings on the Pascoag branch of the Midland 
Division were destroyed by fire. The one at Centredale was 
burned on the 11th of July, 1901 ; it was a small wooden building 
and of but little value. It is supposed that the fire was the work 
of incendiaries. 

The other building destroyed was at Oakland, and was burned 
July 12, 1901. This was a one-story frame building, 20 by 36 feet, 
of small value, and the fire was probably caused by lightning fol- 
lowing the telegraph wires into the office of the operator. All the 
books and papers of the office, as well as of the Adams Express 
Company, were burned. 

I am now notified of the following proposed improvements : 

At Woonsockety the New York, New Haven and Hartford Eail- 
road proposes to tear down the old, uncomfortable, and unsightly 
New England station and to build a new station across the tracks 
of the Providence and Worcester Bailroad Company, southerly 
from the site of the present station, utilizing the space occupied 
by the present station and grounds for its freight yard. 

The plan which has been talked of for some time past, to con- 
nect the two stations, has been found impracticable owing to 
engineering difficulties. 

It is to be hoped that the railroad company will act favorably 
a,jid promptly upon the plans now under consideration and relieve 
Woonsocket of the present undesirable accommodations. 

At Bristol. — The New York, New Haven and Hartford Bailroad 
Company has sent a letter to the town council of Bristol, a copy 
of which is as follows : 

Providence, R. I., January 10th, 1902. 
James W. Franklin, Esq., 

President Town Council^ Bristol, B. L 

My Dear Sir :— I have recently received a petition signed by a large 
number of the residents of Bristol asking for a new station in that town. 
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Both before and since the receipt of this petition a number of promi- 
nent citizens have asked the company to extend its tracks from its present 
station southerly on Thames street to Constitution street, in order to 
accommodate patrons who are now required to come to the station on 
Franklin street, which they claim is remote. I have conferred with the 
management in regard to this matter and am prepared to say that if satis- 
factory arrangements can be made with the town the company will extend 
its tracks to Constitution street and will construct and establish a station 
somewhere on Thames street between State street and Constitution street. 

I should like to have an opportunity to confer with the town council 

and see what can be done to further this project, which will undoubtedly 

promote the interests of the town of Bristol. Will you please appoint a 

time and place where I can meet with your body for a further discussion 

of the matter?

It is understood that if satisfactory arrangements can be made 
the railroad company will proceed to construct its tracks in 
Thames street as early in the spring as the weather permits, and 
will construct a new station as mentioned in Mr. Buckland's letter. 

At Newport, — During the past year the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Bailroad Company has constructed a new passenger 
station at Newport, at the end of Long Wharf, replacing the old 
structure on the wharf to the north, which wharf is now utilized 
for the new marine repair shops. The new station, which was com- 
pleted February 1st, 1901, is a frame building two stories in height, 
with a slate roof, gable, and is 110 feet long by 25 feet wide. It is 
divided into a waiting-room 48 feet long by 25 feet wide, a ticket 
office 12 feet square, a ladies' toilet-room 12 feet square, a men's 
toilet-room 11 feet 2 inches wide by 12 feet long, and a baggage- 
room 38 feet 5 inches long by 18 feet 4 inches wide. The second 
story consists of a record-room 38 feet 10 inches by 13 feet 4 
inches, and a toilet-room 7 feet 5 inches by 9 feet 7 inches. The 
building is lighted by electricity, there being 61 lamps of 16 
candle power each. 
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There has also been constructed a new passenger-station plat- 
form and shed of wooden material and of standard type, Vhich, 
inclusive of the station, is 270 feet long by 15 feet 9 inches wide, 
covered with a granolithic roofing of same dimensions. 

This company has also constructed at Newport a new one-story 
frame building for a freight house, with slate roof, 226 feet long 
by 43 feet wide, with platform 298 feet long by 10 feet vdde. 
There are 14 sliding doors on each side 6 feet 10 inches wide, 
lighted by 27 electric lights of 32 candle power each ; also a new 
freight office under the same roof 15 feet long by 43 feet wide, 
lighted by 13 electric lights of 32 candle power each. This build- 
ing is used for the delivery of freight. 

It has also constructed at Newport a new building 60 feet long 
by 90 feet wide, with a slate roof and frame building. There are 7 
sliding doors each 6 feet 10 inches wide, and a platform 77 feet 
long by 5 feet wide. This building is lighted by 28 electric lights 
of 32 candle power each, and is used solely for the receiving of 
freight. 

The new passenger and freight station grounds were macadam- 
ized and are lighted by electricity, one arc lamp being situated at 
Washington street, which is the entrance to the grounds, and 3 
arc lamps on either side of the freight and passenger station, 
making a total of 7 arc lamps. 

At Fox Point, Providence, — The New York, New Haven, and 
Hartford Bailroad Company has acquired by purchase and con- 
demnation the land between its old station and the northeast 
corner of South Main and India streets. It is proposed to build 
a sheltered platform on one side of which the electric cars of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company will run 
and on the other side the electric cars of the Union Railroad Com- 
pany will enter, so that passengers may be exchanged from the 
cars of the one to the cars of the other company without being 
exposed to the weather. It is further proposed to build a new 
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station at this point to replace th^ old station, which has been for 
a long time unsightly and inadequate. 

At Manton, — Since the burning of the station at Man ton the 
railroad company has been trying to get additional land upon 
which to build a new station with accommodations adequate to 
the demands of that place. It is expected that a new station will 
be built during the coming summer. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
has also established several new stopping places on its line be- 
tween Fox Point, Bristol, and Fall Eiver. The names of said 
stations are as follows: Hauterive, Crescent Park, Bullock's 
Point, Lyon's Farm, Bay Spring, Kelly's Crossing, Parker's Mills, 
Main Street, Warren, Greene's Landing, Bristol Heights, Pap- 
poosesquaw Boad. 

It has also adopted the plan of making way stations, excepting 
Riverside and Warren, flag stations, stopping trains only when 
signalled to do so. This frequently saves considerable time and 
expense in stopping at stations when there are no passengers 
either to take or leave. 

ROLLING STOCK. 

There has been expended during the year for new equipment 
and repairs the sum of $3,868,483*30 ; for maintenance of way and 
structure, $5,733,988*25. These amounts have all been charged to 
expense account. Of the 930 locomotives all but two are equipped 
with driver brakes; of the 1,851 passenger-train cars all are 
.equipped with power brakes, and 1,651 have the improved quick- 
acting pattern. Of the 13,511 freight cars 12,042 have power 
brakes, and 13,481 are equipped with automatic couplers, as re- 
quired by the laws of the United States. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

The number of passenger cars heated by direct steam is 1,675 ; 
by steam heaters, 12 ; and by hot water, 2. None are reported 
in which stoves are used. 
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The same extremes of heat ^nd cold are to be found in the 
temperature of the ordinary passenger cars as heretofore ; perhaps 
a more uniform temperature is unattainable, but the present con- 
ditions are annoying, and anything but conducive to comfort and 
health. 

BRIDGES. 

The number of bridges reported is 196, 5 less than the number 
reported last year. Of these 20 are constructed of stone, 78 of 
iron, and 98 of wood. Again I find a decrease in the number of 
bridges, which is not accounted for. 

All needed repairs have beisn made during the year, so that all 
bridges shall be capable of sustaining the increased loads to which 
they are subjected by reason of heavy locomotives and trains. 

As mentioned in my last report, the plans for a new double- 
track drawbridge over the Seekonk river, at India Point, have 
been approved, and late in the year the several contracts for 
mason-work, substructure, piling, etc., as well as for the construc- 
tion of the heavy steel drawbridge, have been awarded. It is 
expected that early in the spring the work of construction will be 
commenced. 

This will be a steel Howe truss bridge with a draw span 160 
feet long, affording an 80-foot channel. The draw will be sub- 
stantially where the fixed span of the old bridge now is, and the 
fixed span of the new bridge will be substantially where the draw 
of the old bridge now is. The approximate cost of this bridge 
will be $175,000-00. 

A new steel bridge, over 300 feet in length, has been constructed 
over the Pawtuxet river, near Natick station, Warwick, on the 
Willimantic branch of the Worcester Division. This bridge has 
three spans, as follows : North span, 101*50 feet ; center span, 121*62 
feet; south span, 101*60 feet. It was finished in June, 1901, and 
took the place of the former wooden Howe truss bridge, which 
was destroyed by fire in August, 1900. 
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After some negotiations with the town council of Coventry it 
was agreed to remove the old bridge crossing the highway east 
of the village of Washington, and to replace it by a single span 
40-foot steel bridge. The total cost of this bridge will be about 
$12,000*00, toward which the town of Coventry contributes 
$2,000*00. The new abutments will be placed so as to straighten 
the highway, and the middle pier, which has heretofore obstructed 
the roadway, will be removed. The clearance will be increased 
from 11 feet 6 inches to 13 feet 6 inches, so as to admit of the 
largest vehicles being driven under the bridge. 

GRADE CBOSsmas. 

The total number of grade crossings reported is 213, a decrease 
in the number reported last year of 1. The number of private or 
farm crossings at grade reported is 326, an increase of 4. There 
have been no new grade crossings of steam roads established 
during the year by any action or permission of the Commissioner. 

The appeal taken by the board of aldermen of the city of Paw- 
tucket, from my decision in regard to grade crossing at Webster 
street, Pawtucket, is still on the docket of the supreme court, 
awaiting action. 

In July, I received a petition from citizens of Bristol, endorsed 
by the town council of the town, asking that a flagman be placed 
at the point where the E. I. Suburban Eailway crosses the Pap- 
poosesquaw Point road. The petitioners claimed that the view 
of the crossing was obstructed, that the cars ran at a speed of 
over twenty miles an hour over this crossing, and that in many 
instances neither whistle nor bell was sounded as the train ap- 
proached the crossing. I caused a careful examination to be 
made without notice to any one ; it was found that the cars did 
not run across the highway at a speed greater than eight or ten 
miles an hour, and that the gong was sounded whenever they did 
so cross. The crossing was a blind one on account of the houses 
and trees which lined the road near the crossing, but not more 
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dangerous than many others where one highway crosses another. 
I notified the general manager of the B. I. Suburban Bailway that 
I wished he would issue instructions to motormen in regard to the 
rate of speed to be maintained on this crossing, also in regard to 
the sounding of the gong, etc. I also directed him to have a 
large sign placed at the west side of the crossing, with the words 
"Electric B. B. Crossing; Stop, Look and Listen," painted 
thereon. I also asked that especially care might be used when a 
second car was following close behind another. These directions 
were complied with, and I have had no complaint since they were 
adopted. 

On the 31st of August, 1901, 1 received a request from a com- 
mittee of the town of Narragansett, appointed by the town coun- 
cil for permission to lay out or extend a highway across the tracks 
of the Sea View Bailroad Company near its terminus at Narra- 
gansett Pier. 

On the 25th of September I visited the locality of the proposed 
crossing and made a careful study of the surroundings. Notice 
was given the president of the Sea View Bailroad Company. 
There was no objection on the part either of the railroad company 
or of the citizens, and on the 26th instant I granted the desired 
permission, requiring, however, bushes, trees, and other obstruc- 
tions to a clear view of said crossing to be removed. 

On the 17th of September, at the request of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Bailroad Company, I visited the village of 
Nasonville, where a grade crossing over the tracks of the Woon- 
socket and Pascoag Branch was in consideration by the Columbia 
Bailway Company. Upon examination I found that the route 
laid out by the street railway company did not cross the tracks of 
the steam road, but that a different location had been asked for 
by residents of the vicinity, which, while it might be an accom- 
modation to those residing near the proposed route, yet would 
necessitate a crossing of the tracks of the steam road near the 
station of the latter road. 
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In view of the fact that the original location of the street road 
did not contemplate any crossing of the steam road at this point, 
and also the additional fact that if it was desirable to make the 
proposed detour and cross the track of the steam road it could be 
done by lowering the highway and passing under said tracks, I 
decided to refuse my consent to said crossing of the tracks at 
grade. 

On the 24th of September, 1901, 1 received a request from the 
Bhode Island Suburban Railway Company for permission to cross 
at grade the tracks of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Bailroad Company near the village of Georgiaville, town of Smith- 
field. On the 3rd of October, after notice to the Ehode Island 
Suburban Eailway Company, and also to the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, I visited the locality and 
examined the surrounding conditions. 

Afterwards I received a petition from fifty residents of the vil- 
lage of Georgiaville, requesting me to refuse my consent to the 
proposed grade crossing on account of its dangerous character. 
I gave hearings at my ofiice in the State House, on the 6th and 
13th days of November, at which representatives of both railroads 
and the largest owner of the mills at Georgiaville were present. 
After careful consideration, on the 2d of December I refused con- 
sent to the proposed grade crossing. 

* * 

On the 15th of November I received a complaint from the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, that the 
electric cars of the Woonsocket Street Railway Company were 
frequently stalled on the North Main street crossing of the tracks 
of the Midland Division, in Woonsocket. I at once notified the 
superintendent, Mr. H. M. Young, that I would visit the crossing 
on the 3d of December. Upon that date I visited the crossing 
and examined into the facts in relation thereto. I found that it 
was on a sharp curve; that the' trolley wire was so guyed that it 
did not follow the curve of the road-bed, but presented quite a 
sharp angle, which was probably the cause of the trolley jumping 
the wires. 

3 
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I found also, from the reports to the superintendent of the 
Midland Diviision, that the electric cars had been stalled on the 
tracks of the steam road seventeen times within the previous two 
months. The superintendent of the Woonsocket Street Railway 
Company was not present. On the 5th of December I notified 
him that in my opinion the angle of the trolley wire was too sharp, 
and perhaps the alignment not perfect ; that by putting in two or 
more guys the angle could be reduced and made to conform more 
perfectly to the curve of the track. I also notified him that if the 
trouble was not remedied, I should be obliged to order some other 
precautions against accidents at the crossing which would be 
much more expensive. He wrote that he would have the neces- 
sary work that I recommended attended to at once. Since that 
time I have had no further complaints in regard to the stalling of 
cars. 

On the 22d of November the General Assembly passed an act 
entitled " An act to abolish certain dangerous grade crossings in 
the city of Providence." By this act the city of Providence and 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company are 
authorized to build a highway bridge over the tracks of the rail- 
road near the junction of Tefft and Dean streets, in said city, and 
to close up so much of Dike street, Grove street, and Acorn street 
as may be necessary. 

This will do away with three most dangerous grade crossings, 
and will remove the last of the highway grade crossings of the 
main line of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
within the city limits. 

As soon as the agreement between the city and the railroad 
companies is executed, the work will be commenced.

Gentlemen:— In the matter of stationing flagman at the grade crossing 
of Hope street and Pappoosesquaw road, as requested by your vote of June 
29th, 1901, in accordance with petition presented to your honorable body 
at that date, would say, that a careful examination of said crossing has 
been made, and, while it is a blind crossing, yet it is not more dangerous 
than many other crossings where no flagmen are stationed. The principal 
trouble seems to be on account of the houses and trees that shut out the 
view of any one driving up Pappoosesquaw road towards Hope street, so 
that approaching cars cannot be seen until almost directly upon the cross- 
ing. Also the high rate of speed is complained of, and the neglect of 
motormen to sound gong or whistle when approaching the crossing. I 
have notified the general manager of the Rhode Island Suburban Railroad 
Company to have a large sign placed at the crossing on the west side, 
with the words "Electric R. R. Crossing, Stop, Look and Listen," painted 
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thereon, and also to instruct their motormen, in writing, to approach this- 
crossing at a slow rate of speed, with car under control, and gong ringing 
or whistle sounding, and to have extra care taken whenever a second car 
is following close behind another. 

I think a fair trial of these precautions will obviate largely the dangers 
of this crossing, but should they not do so, I will see what other measurea 
can be taken in this direction.

It is the most dangerous crossing in the 
town, and the electric cars on the railroad cross the highway sometimes 
at a rate of over twenty miles an hour. Where the tracks of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad cross this road, a distance from 
the crossing of the Suburban Railroad of about two hundred feet, a flag- 
man and gates are provided. We believe that it is absolutely necessary 
for the safety of the public that a flagman shall be placed at said crossing.

In accordance with the above petition and vote a careful examination 
of the premises was made with the following result: The cars run on 
Hope street, and the Pappoosesquaw road extends westerly from said 
street. The view of any person driving up the road toward Hope street is 
so obstructed by houses and large trees that cars passing on Hope street 
cannot be seen until almost on the crossing. It is a blind crossing, and 
necessarily more dangerous than open crossings. 

I do not think, however, that it is necessary for a flagman to be stationed 
at this crossing until other measures are tested. I wish you would give 
orders to your motormen, in writing, to approach this crossing at a very 
slow rate of speed, with car under perfect control and gong or bell ringing; 
and especially where a second car is following within a short distance, as 
is the case Sundays, have extra precautions taken, as pedestrians and 
drivers, seeing one car pass, naturally think the track is clear and are less 
careful themselves. 

I wish also you would have a large sign placed near the junction of 
Hope street and the Pappoosesquaw road, preferably suspended over the 
center of the latter, with these words: "Electric R. R. Crossing, Stop, 
Look and Listen," in large, distinct letters. 

I think if these precautions are taken and carefully carried out there 
will be no good reason why there should be any more danger at this cross- 
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ing than at any other grade crossing of streets and highways. The prin- 
cipal trouble at this place is caused by the fact that houses and trees hide 
the approach of the cars, and also on account of the high rate of speed at 
which the cars cross this road. It may, however, be necessary to adopt 
other precautions if a fair trial of the suggested safeguards proves them 

to be ineffectual.

Horatio N. Knowles, Alphonso Congdon and myself a committee to lay 
out a highway from Narragansett avenue to Wanda street at Narra- 
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gansett Pier over the private way 40 feet wide known as Caswell street. 

This new highway would cross the Sea View Eailroad at a point about 
900 feet west of its terminus at Beach street. The southerly end of this 
proposed highway was laid out and platted as a private way by Hannah 
R. Watson in 1869, the plat being recorded in the Land Evidence Eecords 
for South Kingstown in 1870.

This is a petition presented to the Railroad Commissioner by the Rhode 
Island Suburban Railway Company, in conformity with Section 1 of 
Chapter 658 of the Public Laws, asking the consent of the said Railroad 
Commissioner to the crossing of the tracks of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company, at grade, near the village of Georgiaville, 
in the town of Smithfield. 

On the 3rd of October I visited the locality and examined the crossing 
and its surroundings. It is known as Bull Run crossing and is a danger- 
ous highway crossing, as it is on a sharp curve, with line of sight very 
obscure, with high land and bushes on one side, which so hide the 
approaches that trains can be seen but a very short distance, and the 
trainmen cannot see the crossing until very near it. The crossing is now 
guarded by electric bells. 

On the 6th and 13th days of November, hearings were given at the office 
of the Commissioner, which were attended by the representatives of both 
railroads and other parties in interest. A petition was also presented, 
signed by some fify residents of the village of Georgiaville, as follows:— 
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"The undersigned, residents of Georgiaville, respectfully request that 
you will not permit the construction of a crossing at grade by the electric 
road at Bull Run crossing, near Georgiaville. We believe that this cross- 
ing should not be made any more dangerous than it now is and that the 
electric railroad company should be required to go either under or over 
the grade of the steam road.*' 

After thoughtful consideration I am obliged to refuse the request of the 
said Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company, for the reasons that the 
crossing would be rendered more dangerous than it now is, and that it is 
perfectly practicable, by carrying the street railroad to the right of the 
steam road a short distance, to cross said road by an overhead bridge ; the 
only question being one of expense. 

A better plan, and one which I would recommend, would be for the 
town of Smithfield and the two railroad companies to unite and separate 
the grades of the highway and the railroad by building an overhead bridge 
for the highway, which would not only better accommodate both highway 
and street railway but would also do away with the present dangerous 
grade crossing. The present bridge across the Woonasquatucket river is 
very narrow and hardly suitable for the passage of electric cars and ordi- 
nary travel at the same time.

By putting in two 
or three more guys the angle can be reduced and made to conform more 
perfectly to the curve of the tracks. There is no reason why this trouble 
should not be obviated, and if it is not done, I shall be obliged to order 
some other precautions against accidents at that crossing which will be 
much more expensive.

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IMPROVEMENTS MADE AND CONTEMPLATED. 

New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, — Tracks 
and road-bed on the lines of this road have been improved in 
many places, to keep pace with the increase in traffic. Among* 
other instances, about four thousand tons of steel rails, 100 pounds 
per yard, have been provided to be laid between Central Falls, 
R. I., and Blackstone, Mass., on the line from Providence to 
Worcester, displacing 72 and 78 pound per yard rails, which will 
be transferred to lines where traffic is lighter. Numerous addi- 
tional sidings, both on and oflf the railroad property, have been pro- 
vided, or are in process of construction, to facilitate the handling 
of freight to and from various industrial enterprises situated 
adjacent to the railroad. Prominent among these is a side track 
to the new machine shop of the A. T. Atherton Manufacturing Co., 
in Pawtucket, on the East Providence branch ; the extensive 
works of the Washburn Wire Co., and of the Sayles Finishing 
and Dyeing Works, both at Phillipsdale, East Providence. 

An extensive revision of the freight houses and yards on West 
Exchange street. Providence, is nearly completed, which will be 
of great advantage both to the railroad company and the ship- 
pers of freight. 

At Wilkesbarre Pier, East Providence, the improvements al- 
luded to in my last report have been completed, making this, 
probably, the largest and best equipped station for receiving and 
transferring coal to cars of any on the Atlantic coast. The pier 
has been lengthened and widened ; by dredging, the channels and 
basin have been deepened so that vessels drawing 25 feet of water 
can be accommodated. The machinery has been installed by the 
McMyler Mfg. Co., of Cleveland, Ohio, and includes four movable 
towers, operated by steam and moved by their own power, with 
buckets of 3,000 pounds capacity each. Twelve vessels can be 
docked and worked at the same time. The works have a capacity 
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of 7,500 tons in 10 hoars time. The cost of this improvement has 
been more than $100,000. 

At Woonsocket an arrangement has been made by which the 
locomotives of the former New England line will be housed and 
cared for in the Blackstone engine house of the Providence & 
Worcester line. 

On India street. Providence, the most unsatisfactory arrange- 
ment of hauling the electric passenger cars of the Warren, Bristol 
and Fall Kiver line from East Providence to the station at Fox 
Point by locomotives has been done away with. Poles and wires 
have been placed upon India street, and the cars now run through 
with their own motors without delay. 

At Poquonnock, a few miles from Westerly, a large icing plant, 
for icing refrigerator cars in transit, has been erected. By its use 
two trains of thirty cars each can be iced at the same time. This 
is probably the largest plant of the kind east of the Hudson river, 
and its construction would indicatefan expected increase in that 
class of business. 

At Newport, the New York, New Haven and Hartford Bailroad 
Company has made the following improvements : 

A new pier and fender for the end of Long Wharf, 45 feet by 210 
feet, was rebuilt during the past year. There were also 150,000 
feet of planking, sheet-piling, capping, and stringers, and 23,000 
feet of chestnut piles used in the repairs to the wharf. The con- 
tractors who did this work were Holbrook, Cabot & Daily, of 
Boston, Mass. 

The company has also under process of completion a new car- 
penter shop, two stories in height, and of brick material, with 
slate roof, which is 80 feet by 55 feet. The material to be used in 
the flooring is hard pine. It is also constructing a new machine 
shop at Newport. This building when completed will be a two- 
story structure, of brick material, with slate roof, and will be 112 
feet long by 65 feet wide. The flooring will be constructed of 
hard pine. 
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This company is also constructing new boiler shops. These 
shops when completed will be a one-story building 200 feet long 
by 55 feet wide, with slate roofing and granolithic floor. It is also 
constructing a new store-house. This store-house is to be two 
stories in height and of brick material, with slate roofing, and will 
be 112 feet long by 40 feet wide. The approximate cost of said 
improvements will be $200,000*00. 

The office building of the same company has also been repaired 
and enlarged from 57 feet by 25 feet to 80 feet by 25 feet, and 
moved 60 feet from the old site. This is a two-story structure 
with slate roof and is now in process of completion. This com- 
pany has also installed a new vault 26 feet by 27 feet which is to 
be used for records, plans, models, etc. 

All the foundations of the shop buildings are on 20-foot spruce 
piling. 

At Wickford Junction a new turn-table has been installed, 
which is an excellent piece of masonry. It is of cut granite, and 
everything is of the most modern construction. It is capable of 
receiving the largest class of locomotives. 

Accidents from July 1, 1900 to June 30, 1901. 

The returns made by the several steam railroad companies for 
the year ending June 30, 1901, show that in this State there were 
no passengers killed and but 28 injured; that 5 employees were 
killed and 239 injured ; that 1 trespasser or person walking on or 
across the tracks or loafing about freight yards was killed and 6 
injured ; that at grade crossings there was 1 killed and 7 injured. 

As compared with the returns of the previous year, these figures 
show that the number of passengers injured was 11 more; that 
the number of employees killed was 2 less; that the number of 
employees injured was 97 more ; that the number of trespassers 
killed was 10 less ; that the number of trespassers injured was 13 
less ; that the number of persons killed at grade crossings was the 
same ; that the number of persons injured at grade crossings was 
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the same. To sum up, there were 7 deaths, or 12 less than in last 
report ; and 280 persons injured, or 95 more than last year. 

Accidents During Tear JL901. 

During the year 1901 256 accidents were reported to me by the 
officials of the several steam railroads of the State, in which 267 
persons were killed or injured. 

There were 2 passengers killed, one in attempting to get off 
moving train before it came to a full stop, the other in trjdng to 
get on a moving car before the train stopped. In both cases the 
passengers themselves appear to have been at fault. 

There were 47 passengers injured; of these 21 were injured 
while getting off or trying to get on cars while the trains were in 
motion ; 5 were injured in collisions of trains ; 2 fell on the stairs 
in the subway at the station ; and 19 were slightly injured in various 
ways. 

There were 13 employees killed : of these 4 were freight brake- 
men, 2 of whom were struck by overhead bridge, 1 fell from car, 
And 1 was killed while attempting to get on a moving car ; 3 were 
<;rossing-tenders, 1 of whom was found dead in the flag-house, 
and 2 were struck by trains while flagging crossings ; 1 was a sec- 
tion-man, asleep so near the track that he was struck by passing 
train; 1 was employed in interlocking department, and while 
crossing tracks was run over by train ; 1 was a lamplighter in 
freight yard, and while lighting switch lights was struck by en- 
gine ; 1 was a freight conductor, who stepped off car directly in 
front of another train ; 1 was a coal handler who fell from coal 
stage into hold of vessel; 1 was laborer, killed while handling 
coal. 

Twelve of the persons killed were trespassers, 7 were walking 
on track, 2 were trying to get on moving freight train, 1 was asleep 
near track, 1 was found under a bridge from which it is supposed 
he fell, and 1 was a child playing on the tracks. 

Four persons were killed at highway grade crossings, and in all 
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these cases the gates were down at the time and the persons 
crawled under gates and attempted to cross the tracks; 2 were 
killed at private crossings. 

Of the injured persons, 164 were employees : 30 fell or were 
thrown from cars; 23 were injured while coupling or uncoupling 
cars ; 14 in collisions ; 9 were struck by overhead bridges ; 9 while 
loading or unloading freight; 6 while getting on or off moving 
cars ; 6 in freight house or coal pocket ; 3 were struck by engines ; 
and 64 slightly injured in various ways. 

The following list of accidents comprises all that were reported^ 
except some where the injuries were very slight or where the 
occurrence could hardly be classified as a railroad accident : 

Jan. 1. At 12: 09 P. M., Mary Teresa Eogers, of 29. De Soto 
street, Providence, attempted to cross the tracks at Grove street 
crossing, Olneyville, while the gates were down, and was struck by 
train No. 6,905, Central Division, and instantly killed. 

Ja7i, 5, At 10: 20 A. M., Joseph W. Mulvaney, brakeman, Wor- 
cester Division, was struck by overhead bridge near Central Falls 
station, knocked down upon the car and injured about the mouth. 

Jan. 7. At 9:35 A. M., Fadelis Therian, electric signal inspec- 
tor. Providence Division, fell from telegraph pole near Woodlawn 
station, breaking his left ankle. Accident was caused by the 
cross-arm bolt breaking. He was sent to the Emergency Hospital. 

Jan. 7. At 7: 14 P. M., Harry Scott, yard brakeman, Worcester 
Division, while uncoupling engine from car near Providence,, 
caught and jammed middle finger on right hand. He went to the 
Emergency Hospital. 

Jan. 8, At 8: 56 A. M., Nellie B. Chapman, of New York, pas- 
senger on train, Worcester Division, in attempting to pass from 
forward to rear car while train was standing at Riverside station,, 
slipped and fell, slightly bruising back of head and right thigh. 

Jan. 8. At 12:15 A. M., Fred L. Franklin, passenger brakeman,. 
Worcester Division, in attempting to couple engine to car at Fox 
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Point, caught left hand, bruising three fingers. He was sent to 
the Emergen.cy Hospital. 

Jan. H, At 5:36 P. M., Charles E. Leclair, freight brakeman, 
Providence Division, while standing in a caboose shifting from 
one track to another in Northup avenue yard, Providence, was 
thrown down, slightly injuring his head and back. He was sent 
to the Emergency Hospital. 

Jan. 16, At 8: 00 A. M., James O'Gara, lamplighter, Worcester 
Division, slipped on track between Broad and Dexter streets. Paw- 
tucket, falling across a rail and injuring his right side. He con- 
tinued work for awhile and then went to the Emergency Hospital. 

Jan, 16, At 2: 00 P. M., Johnson Archibald, bridge carpenter, 
Worcester Division, while assisting in making repairs at East 
Providence wharf, was severely bruised on the left foot by the 
falling of a stick of timber. He was sent to the Emergency Hos- 
pital. 

Jan, 18, At 8: 45 P. M., John O'Kourke, coal shoveler, Stoning- 
ton Division, while assisting in discharging barge " Highlander," 
at Harbor Junction wharf, discharged a lump of coal which fell on 
his right foot and crushed three toes. He was taken to the Emer- 
gency Hospital. 

Jan, 19, At 5: 44 P. M., Arthur Jackson, No. 37 Cambridge street, 
Providence, in attempting to board train No. 4,059, Providence 
Division, at Pawtuqket, missed his footing and fell, his right foot 
being caught under the wheels and crushed. He was taken in 
charge by city physician Eichards and sent to his home in Provi- 
dence. 

Ja7i, 20, At 8: 07 A. M., north-bound trains Nos. 6 and 4,016, 
Providence Division, were in collision at Pawtucket station, and 
A. B. Watson, baggage master ; J. K. Kobinson, porter ; and A. D. 
Miller, Adams Express messenger, were slightly injured. 

Jan, 22, At 6: 05 P. M., Lovell Lewis, car inspector, Worcester 
Division, stepped in front of a light engine that was passing the 
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crossover at Warren avenue, East Providence, and was struck, re- 
ceiving a slight bruise on the head and a slight sprain of the right 
foot. 

Jan, 2J4., At 9: 10 A. M., James Mclntire, section man, Worces- 
ter Division, while unloading coal at Darlington station, fell from 
the car to the track, injuring his back. Accident caused by train 
coupling onto cars. 

Jan. 2^, At about 9:40 A. M. the dead body of Alvin O. Felton, 
a weaver of Northbridge, Mass., was found lying beside track 
about 300 feet north of Kiverdale crossing, badly mangled ; evi- 
dently he had been struck by one of the trains of the Worcester 
Division on the evening of the 23d. 

Jan, 25, At 9:55 A. M., E. F. Moran, yard brakeman, Worcester 
Division, while throwing switch in Providence yard, was struck in 
the right foot by iron ball attached to switch lever, and had some 
of the bones broken. 

Jan, 25, At 1:50 P. M., George Lowery, an employee of the 
interlocking department, Worcester Division, while at work under 
Conant street bridge, Pawtucket, was run over by engine and had 
left leg cut oflf above knee, right leg fractured, and scalp cut. He 
was taken to the yard cabin, and died from the effect of his injuries 
at 2:45 P. M. 

Jan. 26, At 3:30 P. M., S. Douglas Cochrane boarded train No. 
26, Providence Division, as it was passing Pawtucket station, 
slightly bruising his leg and tearing his trousers. 

Jan, 28, At 3:19 P. M., Walter Wood, of Harrisville, E. I., and 
Annie Smith, of Chepachet, R. I., while in covered wagon, were 
struck by train No. 6951, Central Division, at third crossing north 
of Tarkiln station. The. wagon was demolished, Mr. Wood slightly 
bruised about the face, and Miss Smith received bruises on her 
face and left leg. 

Jan, 29, At 3:45 P. M., Byron W. Hopkins, brakeman, Central 
Division, while attempting to couple head of engine to a freight 
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car at Washington station, sustained a flesh wound to left index 
finger. He was sent to Emergency Hospital. 

Jan, 29. At 10 A. M., Frank E. Watson, brakeman, Worcester 
Division, while switching freight at "D. S. Finishing Co., Darling- 
ton, slipped from car ladder and fell across hand rail of engine, 
slightly bruising left leg. 

I^eh, 2. At 7:29 P. M., Wm. Jennison, of West Mansfield, pas- 
senger on train No. 3,332, Worcester Division, closed door of car 
on his right third finger, jamming same so that he will probably 
lose the nail. 

Feb, 2. At 10:40 P. M., John N. Bly, brakeman, Worcester Di- 
vision, in attempting to couple engine and car at Fox Point, caught 
first finger of right hand between pin and buffer of engine, split- 
ting his finger open. He was sent to the Emergency Hospital. 

Feb, 5. At 12: 08 A. M., locomotive 355, Newport & Wickford 
E. R. & Steamboat Co. was derailed just before reaching Wickford 
boat-landing. Geo. Hughes, the engineer, jumped from the cab 
and injured his ankle quite severely. 

Feb, 8, At 7: 15 P. M., A. J. Garrett, brakeman, Worcester Di- 
vision, while switching cars in Providence west yard, was slightly 
injured about the stomach caused by car on which he was work- 
ing striking against other cars on track. 

Feb, 8, At 9: 00 A. M., John Donahue, a teamer employed by 
C. A. Darling & Co., while unloading hay from car at Providence, 
Worcester Division, was caught between car door and load on his 
wagon, and severely squeezed and had one rib broken. He was 
sent to the Emergency Hospital. 

Feb, 12, At 12:18 P. M., freight train No. 6,851, Worcester 
Division, struck a team driven by Joseph Paul, of Centreville, 
E. I., on first highway crossing south of Washington station, 
damaging the wagon, killing the horse, and lacerating Mr. Paul's 
face and hands, also causing a contusion of the back. He was 
sent to the R. I. Hospital, Providence, on train No. 6,808. 
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Feh, IJf, Philip McCormick, brakeman, Shore Line Division, 
in making coupling between engine and car at Niantic, had left 
arm jammed. He was taken to the Memorial Hospital, New 
London. 

Feb, 15. At 11:50 A. M., Wm. H. Whaley, brakeman, Worcester 
Division, while riding car to No. 3 freight house, Providence, fell 
to the grouad injuring his groin. 

Feb. 18. At 9:60 A. M., Alonzo B. Cook, freight brakeman, 
Worcester Division, while attempting to get on moving car at 
River Point, was caught between station platform and side of car, 
bruising and injuring right hip and both legs. 

Feb, 27. At 6:59 P. M., Mrs. E, Lesser, passenger, alighting 
from train at Manville, Worcester Division, sprained her right 
ankle. » 

March 1. At 4: 15 A. M., Julius H. Schulze, crossing tender, Wor- 
cester Division, was found dead in flaghouse at Dexter street cross- 
ing, Elmwood. 

March 1. At 2:»50 P. M., Fred Clark, freight conductor, Worces- 
ter Division, while attempting to pull pin between snowplow and 
derrick car at East Providence, had left foot severely wrenched 
under snowplow. 

March 2. At 7: 55 A. M., Mrs. L. N. Gibbons, a passenger on 
train No. 4,016, Worcester Division, which was standing in Provi- 
dence station, had her head slightly bruised by the falling of a 
ventilator as it was being opened by the brakeman. 

March 2. At 6:16 P. M., John Martin, teamer, Riverside, E. I., 
drove carelessly in front of cars that were being switched near 
Fox Point. The cars struck the wagon, and Mr. Martin in jump- 
ing fell between wagon and horses and slightly injured his side. 

March U. At 5:44 A. M., Fred E. Latour, freight brakeman. 
Providence Division, was struck by overhead bridge near Pleasant 
View, bruising him on right side of head and knocking him off of 
the train. 
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March -4. At 2:20 P. M., Francois Varieur was struck and in- 
stantly killed by train No. 3,220, Worcester Division, at Foundry 
street crossing, Boston switch. Central Falls. The crossing gates 
were down, but he went under them and attempted to cross the 
tracks in front of approaching train. 

March, 7, At 11:30 A. M., Felix Beaudry, yard conductor. East 
Providence, Worcester Division, while switching cars on the sid- 
ing of the Narragansett Milling Co., struck his head on a stay rod 
on the outside of the Milling company's building and received a 
two inch cut on left side of head. 

March 7, At 6:05 P. M., Fred Gauven, coal shoveler, Worces- 
ter Division, while standing under staging at East Providence 
wharf, was struck on the head by a piece of plank accidentally 
dropped by one of the engiueers and was fatally injured. He was 
sent to the Emergency Hospital. 

March 7, At 7:40 P. M., John A. Mitchell, freight brakeman, 
Worcester Division, w^hile standing on steps of caboose, at Provi- 
dence, lost his balance and slipped to the ground, turning his 
ankle.

March 19, At 5:45 P. M., C. F. Francis, yard brakeman, Wor- 
cester Division, in getting down from a freight car at Providence, 
slipped and fell, spraining both knees. He was sent to the Emer- 
gency Hospital. 

March 19, At 5:55 P. M., John Ellis, night watchman, Worces- 
ter Division, at No. 3 freight-house, Providence, had a gash cut 
on left side of his face by a projecting bolt while inspecting a car. 
He went to the Emergency Hospital.

E. I., passenger, in attempting to alight from train No. 6,805, 
Worcester Division, after it had made station stop at Arctic and 
started again, fell to platform, bruising back of her head. 

March 22, At noon, Harry Tanner, of Toledo, Ohio, was found 
lying next to tracks in Gaspee street yard, injured internally in 
attempting to board moving freight train. He was sent to the 
Rhode Island Hospital. Discharged, April 1, cured. 

March 27, At 3:40 P. M., Mrs. Josephine Augustine, 285 Chalk- 
stone avenue, while walking on track near Orms street bridge, 
Providence, was struck by engine No. 297, Worcester Division, 
and had her head cut and was otherwise somewhat bruised. She 
was attended by Dr. L. E. Bartley, and later taken to her home. 
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April 2, At 11:49 A. M., Frank Brown, inmate of City Farm, 
Pawtucket, while intoxicated, jumped oflf of train No. 3,188, Wor- 
cester Division, at Pawtucket station, and fell, striking on the back 
of his head. 

April S, At 11:05 A. M., Patrick Barry, yard brakeman, India 
Point, Worcester Division, while switching, jumped from one car 
to another and fell injuring his right knee slightly. 

April S, At 3:55 P. M., John Engberg, lamplighter, Worcester 
Division, was run over by extra freight in Charles street yard in 
Providence, and instantly killed.

April 10, At 6:50 P. M., Alexander Campbell, yard brakeman, 
Worcester Division, while coupling cars in Northup avenue yard, 
in Providence, was caught and severely squeezed through the 
abdomen. 

April 12, At 6:15 P. M., John Griffin, of Valley Falls, boarded 
train No. 3,310, Worcester Division, at Central Falls, by mistake, 
and upon discovering his error jumped from the train, falling 
upon his face and badly bruising same.

April 20, At 6:17 A. M., passenger train No. 4,059, Worcester 
Division, while backing out of station at Providence, was held up 
by signal just south of Orms street tower, and while waiting for 
right to proceed was run into by north-bound passenger train No.

Taft, conductor, back hurt and elbow and hands bruised ; H. S. 
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Allen, brakeman, back and left leg bruised and head cut ; John 
Hartwell, passenger, mouth slightly cut ; James P. Becker, injured 
internally. 

April 26, At 9:58 A. M., G. F. Bampton, passenger on train 
No. 21, Worcester Division, went to rear of car and prepared to 
jump off as the train slowed up at Pawtucket station ; in stooping 
to pick up his bag he fell from the train, dislocating his left knee. 

April 27. At 6:00 A. M., W. E. Craine, freight brakeman, Wor- 
cester Division, on extra No. 112, was struck by overhead bridge 
in Providence, bruising right side of face and right hand. 

April 28, At 6: 00 P. M., Owen J. Collan, brakeman, Worcester 
Division, caught and jammed middle finger of right hand while 
raising lever on freight car in Northup avenue yard. Providence. 

April 29, At 11:30 P. M., E. F. Greenwood, brakeman, Worces- 
ter Division, had thumb of right hand caught and slightly cut 
while making coupling between engine and coach at Lonsdale. 
He went to the Emergency Hospital. 

May 2, At 7:30 P. M., Thomas Williams, flagman, Worcester 
Division, while endeavoring to keep team from going on track at 
Fox Point, broke the thumb of his right hand. He went to the 
Emergency Hospital. 

May i.. At 4:20 P. M., James F. Cavanaugh, brakeman, Wor- 
cester Division, was thrown from top of freight car extra No. 112, 
Lonsdale, and had abdomen crushed, and received several bruises 
and a shaking up. He was sent to Emergency Hospital. Acci- 
dent caused by portion of brake-rod dropping and derailing four 
cars. 

May i. At 2: 25 P. M., F. H. Smith, brakeman, Worcester Divis- 
ion, in jumping from one train to another while cars were in motion, 
at Manville, fell on top of car, cutting and bruising his face.

F. Pickering, brakeman, Worcester Division, in jumping 
from car to engine, at Woonsocket, struck left knee, slightly cut- 
ting same. 

Oct S. Miss Anna Maloney, of Pawtucket, passenger, in get- 
ting off of train of the Worcester Division, at Central Falls, fell, 
spraining her right ankle. She got off on the wrong side of the 
train and, it is thought, tripped over interlocking boxing.

Midland Division, at 
Woonsocket, while taking lamp from signal, the ladder on which 
he was standing slipped, and he fell to the ground injuring his 
knee. 

Dec, Ji-, J. G. Nichols, engineer, Worcester Division, while as- 
sisting in dumping tub of coal into tender of engine, at Auburn, 
had end of thumb taken off. He was attended by Dr. Latham. 

Dec, J^, D. Tourtelotte, brakeman, Worcester Division, in get- 
ting off of caboose in Providence, slipped and fell, spraining his 
left hip. 

Dec, 6, Frank Colburn, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while on a car that was being switched, in Providence, had his 
thumb bruised by shifting lumber. He went to the Emergency 
Hospital. 

Dec, 7, Samuel F. Hawkins, engineer, and Oliver Jenckes, fire- 
man, Moshassuck Valley Eailroad Co., were both injured by being 
thrown against rear cab windows, as the result of cars coming 
together while switching at night. Hawkins had his face cut and 
Jenckes received bruises on shoulder and legs. 

Dec, 7. Mrs. Alva Warren, a passenger on train of the Wor- 
cester Division, was struck in the face and slightly injured by stone 
thrown through the car window at Pawtucket.

Kaso Babcock, a trespasser, attempted to board east- 
bound local freight. Shore Line Division, at Shannock, and fell 
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under the train and received injuries that resulted in his death 
several hours later.

• Dec, 9, E. A. Graves, brakeman, Worcester Division, slipped 
from a car in Providence and fell to the ground, injuring his back 
and skinning his face.

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STREET RAILWAYS. 



The past year has witnessed a continuation of the extension 
and development of the street-railway system in this State. 
While the new track mileage is not quite as large as it was in the 
previous year, yet there have been thirty -four miles of new tracks 
built, and the increase in single tracks has been fifty-five miles. 
But there has also been a most decided improvement in the way of 
larger and much better cars, and this improvement has been partic- 
ularly marked in the case of the Union Railway Company, as well 
as in that of the Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company. The 
new cars procured by these companies during the past year have 
been of the latest and most improved pattern, and many of them 
equipped with power brakes and vestibules, thus adding very 
largely to the comfort of both motormen and conductors, as well 
as to the safety, convenience, and satisfaction of the passengers. 
A ride of a mile or so, in winter weather, in the old style of cars, 
was regarded as a great hardship, and also as dangerous to the 
health of those compelled to ride therein, on account of the con- 
stant drafts of cold air which rushed through the car whenever 
the doors were opened, and the damp, chilly atmosphere which 
pervaded all street cars. But, with the present system of vestibule 
cars, warmed by electricity, the passengers are about as comfort- 
ably cared for as they could well be. 

The principal exception to the above statement in regard to im- 
provements in cars is in the case of the Pawtucket Street Railway 
Company, where there has not been the slightest improvement in 
any direction, but rather a deterioration. Many of the cars are 
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old and rickety, small and inconvenient, and totally" unfit for the 
transportation of passengers. The fault, however, is not wholly 
or even largely with the railroad company, which is willing to 
change the narrow gauge to the standard gauge, and to equip the 
lines with cars that would be much more convenient for the pat- 
rons of the street cars and more in accordance with the position 
which the city holds as the Second city in the State. 

Another great advance has been the development of the freight 
and express business. 

On the 27th of May a freight service was inaugurated by the 
Union and Suburban roads, with three small cars, 17 feet in length, 
refitted from old passenger cars, which made two trips per day 
into the Pawtuxet valley, freight being received on board cars at 
the Crawford street bridge, in Providence, and distributed in all 
the villages through which the tracks were laid. This service met 
with great favor on the part of merchants and others, as it was a 
considerable saving to them in both time and money; and the 
business has increased so rapidly that the railroads have been 
quite unable to keep pace with the demand. 

Early in July two other cars, especially constructed for that 
service, were added to the equipment, and a storage or freight- 
house was rented on Dyer street, adjoining the wharf of the Con- 
tinental Steamboat Company. In the same month the freight service 
was opened between Providence and East Greenwich, and shortly 
after was extended to Wickford and Narragansett Pier by con- 
nection with the Sea View R. R. ; in November it was established 
between Providence, Warren, and Bristol, and also the villages of 
Manton, Centredale, Cranston, and Oaklawn. 

Since the beginning of the transportation of freight an order 
has been placed for five 40-feet box-cars, two of which have been 
received and placed in service. The other three will be furnished 
in a short time. 

The building of the Providence and Danielson Railroad has 
opened up a section of the State which has never before, had any 
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railroad facilities, and cannot fail to prove of great convenience/ 
and advantage to all who desire to travel between the localities 
which it reaches and the city of Providence. 

A connecting line has been established by the Union Bailroad 
between the town of East Providence and the city of Fall Eiver, 
Mass., which has given to the people in Massachusetts towns 
contiguous to Rhode Island, railroad communication with the 
city of Providence which will doubtless prove advantageous both 
to themselves and the merchants of that city. 

The Union Railroad Company has added to its track mileage 
about eight miles of single track, and has renewed about nine 
miles of existing track. The extension and opening of new lines 
by this company have been as follows : 

Union avenue line has been extended in Union avenue from 
Webster avenue to Laurel Hill avenue, and in Laurel Hill avenue 
from Union avenue to Dover street in the town of Cranston. 

The Thornton line has been extended from the village of Thorn- 
ton to the village of Hughesdale in the town of Johnston. 

The Hartford avenue line has been extended from Killingly 
avenue to the city line in Johnston, connecting with the Provi- 
dence and Danielson road. 

The Rumford line has been extended into private grounds at 
Hunt's Mills, East Providence. 

The Waterman avenue line has been extended from Broadway 
Six Corners to the State line at Runnins river, connecting with 
the Providence and Fall River road in the State of Massachusetts. 

A new line has been built in Elmgrove avenue, from Angell 
street to Cypress street, opening up a section of the city hereto- 
fore inaccessible for building purposes. 

The double tracking of Eddy street, in the city of Providence, 
has been completed from Harbor Junction Railroad bridge to 
Weybosset street, making the entire line from Providence to 
Buttonwoods double track, via the Eddy street route. 

A new track has been laid in Winter street, from Westminster 
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street to Broad street, to be used for cross-town purposes and to 
make the principal park of the city more accessible. 

The single-track line built last year in First street and Mauran 
avenue, East Providence, to connect with the tracks of the Provi- 
dence, Warren, and Bristol branch of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Bailroad Company, has been taken up. 

The car house of the Union Railroad Company, on Bucklin 
street, in the city of Providence, was destroyed by fire on the 
night of February 18, 1901, and land for a new car house was 
purchased on Elmwood avenue, between Thackeray and Russell 
streets. "On completion of the new car house on Elmwood avenue 
for the Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company, the Bucklin 
street site will be abandoned. 

In the month of June a proposition was submitted to the city 
council of the city of Providence for the introduction of a system 
of transfers by stations; but the city council, after discussion, 
indefinitely postponed action upon the same. 

The operation of the cars of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Raiboad Company over tracks of the Union Railroad 
to the Union Passenger Station in the city of Providence was 
abandoned during the early part of the year, and the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company has erected poles 
and wires in India street, so that its cars are now brought to the 
Fox Point station on its own road. 

The Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company has added to its 
track mileage during the year about five miles of single track. 
The extensions have been as follows : 

Single-track road, with turnouts, has been built in Warren, from 
Main street easterly to the State line, to connect with the Provi- 
dence and Fall River Street Railroad ; at Cumberland Hill, to con- 
nect with the Woonsocket Street Railroad ; and in shops and car 
houses. 

The buildings for repair shops on Cranston street, in the town of 
Cranston, have been completed, and are now practically fitted up. 
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A new car-house structure, on Elmwood avenue, in the city of 
Providence, between Kussell and Thackeray streets, is now in the 
course of erection, and it is expected to be occupied in the early 
part of the year 1902. 

Land has been purchased, and foundations are now in progress 
for a new power house of modern construction, on Manchester 
street, near the corner of Eddy street, in the city of Providence. 

The Pawtucket Street Railway Company has added about 1^ 
miles of single track, standard gauge, to its system in Smithfield 
avenue, from the southerly to the northerly line of the city of 
Pawtucket. 

A proposition was submitted to the city of Pawtucket, through 
its city council, for changing all of the narrow-gauge system to 
the standard gauge, also for adding to the present lines of track, 
and for the adoption of a free transfer-station system, but this 
proposition, owing to opposition, was later withdrawn. 

Afterwards an ordinance was passed by the city council, which 
contemplates a radical change for the better in the railway system 
of the east side of the city. Standard-gauge tracks are to be sub- 
stituted for the present out of date narrow gauge ; the lines will 
be extended out to the manufacturing plants on the " plains," and 
also to the village of Phillipsdale, in East Providence, where con- 
nection can be made with the line for Fall Biver, and also to the 
shore resorts. These lines will be equipped with modern cars, 
and must prove of great advantage to the city of Pawtucket. The 
ordinance was vetoed by Mayor Fitzgerald, but was afterwards 
passed over his veto, and work upon the proposed extensions will 
probably be commenced early in the spring. The ordinance is as 
follows: — 

It is ordained hy the city council of the city of Pawtucket as follows: 

Section l. The Pawtucket Street Railway Company is hereby granted 
permission to lay rails for a single track, of the standard gauge of 4 feet 
8i inches, with suitable turnouts, and to erect and maintain poles and 
wires, and to run cars over said rails by the overhead electric single trol- 
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ley system, over, along, and through the following-named streets, viz.: 
Division street, from Prospect street to Arch avenue ; Arch avenue, from 
Division street to Pond street ; Pond street, from Arch avenue to South 
Bend street ; South Bend street, from Pond street to Prairie avenue ; 
Prairie avenue, from South Bend street to York avenue ; Walcott street, 
from Broadway to North Bend street ; North Bend street, from Walcott 
street to Brook street ; Brook street, from North Bend street to Newport 
avenue ; Newport avenue, from Brook street to a point near Potter & 
Johnson's machine shop. 

Sec. 2. Said company is also hereby granted permission to change the 
present narrow-gauge track, including sidings, in the foUowing streets, to 
the standard gauge of 4 feet, 8i inches : Main street, from the easterly end 
of the bridge, over the river to School street ; School street, from Main 
street to Prospect street ; Prospect street, from School street to the city 
line ; and also to change the southerly track in- Broadway, from Main 
street to Walcott street, to standard gauge. 

Sec. 3. Said poles, rails, and wires shall be located in said streets un- 
der the direction of the commissioner of public works, and said company 
shall be subject in the use and maintenance of the same to all the condi- 
tions and requirements under which it now maintains and uses its poles, 
rails, and wires in other streets of the city. 

Sec. 4. After the Brook street and Newport avenue line heretofore au- 
thorized is completed and in operation, the said company may discontinue 
the operation of its present line over the narrow-gauge tracks in Central 
avenue, from North Bend street to Newport avenue, and in Newport ave- 
nue to the present terminus of said line, and may remove said tracks in 
said streets. 

Provided, however, that any passenger upon the new Brook street route, 
or upon the Prospect street route, shall be entitled to a continuous pas- 
sage either way to any point in said city now reached by the Central ave- 
nue route and the Prospect street route passing over the Main street 
bridge, for the one fare of five cents. 

Sec. 5. This ordinance shall take effect immediately. 

The single track mileage of the Union Railroad Company, 
Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company, and the Pawtucket 
Street Railway Company is 223*58 miles. The car equipment for 
these companies is: 261 open cars, 286 box cars, 2 locomotive 
cars, 4 line cars, 2 sand cars, 4 grip cars, 1 bond-testing car, 1 
wrecking car, 1 blocking car, and 38 snowplows. 
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The Interstate Consolidated Street Railway Company has laid 
about li miles of new single-track road in Benefit street, Paw- 
tucket. 

This company has acquired the steam-railroad track and line 
heretofore known as the Attleboro Branch Railroad, which has a 
mileage of 5*48 miles. 

The Interstate Consolidated Street Railway Company has a 
track mileage of five miles in the State of Rhode Island and 22 
miles in the State of Massachusetts, in addition to the 5'48 miles 
recently acquired in the Attleboro Branch Railroad mentioned 
above. 

The Sea View Railroad Company has erected a new power 
house and car house in the village of Hamilton, and has also laid 
a spur track to tide- water in the village of Wickford, thus making 
a connection which may be of great value in receiving coal and 
other freight directly from vessels or steamers. A new station 
building has been erected at Narragansett Pier, and a telephone 
line established along its whole route. 

It has also adopted a plan for selling tickets good between sta- 
tions, and mileage tickets, which are sold in one-hundred-mile 
lots. It has a prospect of establishing a large business, both in 
passengers and freight, but has been considerably hampered from 
various causes, which it is hoped will be overcome. 

The Providence and Danielson Railway CoTnpany was opened 
for travel about the first of July, 1901. A connection and agree- 
ment was made with the Union Railroad Company by which an 
entrance was obtained into the city of Providence, and the cars now 
run from Market Square, Providence, to Foster Centre. The con- 
struction of the line from Foster Centre to the Connecticut line is 
nearly completed. 

The Columhia Street Railway Coinpany was granted a charter 
by the General Assembly, in January, 1893, but the charter was 
not taken out till May, 1895. It is to run from Pascoag to Woon- 
socket, but nothing was done till late in the year, when the charter 

10 
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was purchased by the owners of the Woonsocket Street Railway, 
and work at once was commenced. The road has been graded, 
rails laid, poles erected, and it is expected that the cars will be 
running early in the spring. 

SUMMARY OP STATISTICS. 

There are thirteen street-railroad corporations holding charters 
or doing business in this State ; of these but nine are operated 
under their charters — the Cumberland Street Railway and the 
Pawtuxet Valley Street Railway being owned and operated by the 
Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company ; the Providence Cable 
Tramway being owned and operated by the Union Railroad Com- 
pany. During the year the Newport Street Railway has been 
sold to the Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company. The 
Providence and Danielson Railway Company commenced opera- 
tions about the first of July, and the Columbia Street Railway 
Company has sold its charter and rights to the Woonsocket Street 
Railway Company, and the work of building the road from Pas- 
coag to Woonsocket is nearly completed. 

These nine corporations report 252+ miles of road in this State, 
with 316+ miles of single track, showing an increase during the 
year of 34 miles of road and 65 miles of single track. The paid 
up capital stock is $16,972,000, an increase over last year of $390,000. 
They own 753 motor cars, and 93 other cars. This shows an in- 
crease in motor cars of 142, and an increase in other cars of 21.

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The total receipts for the year were $3,065,491*89 ; total expendi- 
tures, $2,286,483*78 ; net earnings, $779,008*11. As compared with 
last year, these figures show an increase in receipts of $455,919*63 ; 
an increase of expenditures of $642,454*52 ; and a decrease in net 
earnings of $186,534*89.

PROPERTY AND ASSETS. 

The total property and assets of these corporations are reported 
as $23,914,713-90 ; an increase over last year of $2,636,491-43. This 
amount is $437,894-10 more than the aggregate amount of paid up 
capital stock and both funded and floating indebtedness. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The whole number of passengers carried was 58,924,846, an in- 
crease over previous year of 6,002,805. Every road reports an 
increase in the number of passengers carried. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of these corporations is $5,719,700; floating 
debt, $785,119-80 ; total indebtedness, $6,504,819*80. There is an 
increase in the funded debt of $3,007,300 ; a decrease of floating 
debt of $912,534*90 ; an increase in total indebtedness of $2,094,- 
76510. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The whole number of persons employed by these corporations 
in this State is 2,115, an increase over previous year of 241. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by five of these corporations, as follows : 
Union Bailroad Company, 8 per cent. 
Pawtucket Street Railway Company, 8 per cent. 
Woonsocket Street Railway Company, no dividend, but reported 
net earnings as $9,772*60. 
Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company, 8*244 per cent. 
Providence Cable Tramway Company, 6 per cent. 
Interstate Consolidated Street Railway Company, 1^ per cent. 

HEATING OP CARS. 

Of the passenger cars in use 373 are warmed by electric heaters. 
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GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The question of grade crossings by the electric railways over 
the tracks of the steam railroads, as well as that of the highway 
crossings, is increasing in importance each year. On the lines 
outside of the cities the speed of the electric cars has been greatly 
increased, in some cases cars being run express through and across 
highways, so that the danger to persons using the highways is 
very much greater than it was with the smaller cars, propelled at 
lower rates of speed. 

There are 21 grade crossings reported over steam roads and 
136 grade crossings of highways, mostly outside the limits of the 
cities. Some complaints have been made to me, and after investi- 
gation I have made recommendations which have been acted 
upon by the railway officials. 

The time is near at hand, if it has not already arrived, when 
additional legislation may be required upon this important sub- 
ject. 

SPEED OF CARS. 

Several complaints have been made to me by individuals as to 
the high rate of speed at which electric cars are operated through 
and across the highways in the thickly settled portions of towns 
and villages. In every case I have informed them that by sec- 
tion 17, Chapter 187 of the General Laws, town and city councils 
" have power, from time to time, to make such reasonable rules 
and regulations with reference to the rate of speed and mode of 
operation of railroads in the streets and highways of such respec- 
tive towns and cities ; such rules and regulations to receive the 
approval in writing of the Railroad Commissioner." 

The town council of the town of Warren passed " an ordinance 
in relation to street cars," and submitted it for my approval. I 
declined to approve it unless some amendments were made ; this 
was done, and then I approved of their action. The following is 
the ordinance: — 
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An Ordinance in Eelation to Street Cars. 

It is ordained hy the Town Council of Warren as follows: 

Section l. No street railway company, using any of the public streets 
or highways of the town of Warren for the purpose of running and oper- 
ating street cars shall run any of its cars at a greater rate of speed than 
eight miles an hour in Main street in said Warren between the easterly 
terminus of Kelley*S bridge and the point where the track operated by the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company crosses Main 
street. 

Sec. 2. No street railway company using any of the public streets or 
highways of the town of Warren, as aforesaid, shall run any of its cars 
over and upon Kelley's bridge at a greater rate of speed than four miles 
an hour. 

Sec. 3. Any such railway company shall also cause a bell or gong on 
each car to be rung or struck when approaching any street or highway 
which crosses or opens into a street or highway on which a street car may 
be running. 

Sec. 4. Any employee of such company, or other person, who shall run 
or operate any street car at a greater rate of speed than hereinbefore pro- 
vided, or who, having charge of the operating and conducting of any car, 
shall not ring or strike, or cause to be rung or struck, a gong or bell on 
said car as hereinbefore provided, shall be fined not more than twenty 
dollars or be imprisoned for a term not exceeding twenty days. 

Sec. 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed, and this ordinance shall take effect upon approval by 
the railroad commissioner.

ACCIDENTS. 

There were 140 accidents reported in connection with the street 
or electric railways, in which 12 persons were killed, and 204 in- 
jured more or less seriously. Of the persons killed, 3 were pas- 
sengers ; 2 by getting oflf moving car, and 1 by jumping from a 
car after a collision ; 6 were struck by car while crossing track or 
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lying beside it ; 1- was found dead in station after being ejected 
from car in an intoxicated condition for refusing to pay his fare ; 
1 was a boy playing on track ; and 1 was by collision of car with 
low-gear. 

Of the 204 persons injured, 124 were passengers — by collision, 
69 ; boarding moving car, 10 ; stepping from moving car, 11 ; jump- 
ing from car while in motion, 9 ; by derailment, 9 ; struck by fence- 
post, 1 ; by collision of cars and teams, 4 ; falling from car, 6 ; 1 
slipped and fell getting off car; 1 was dragged while stealing a ride ; 
1 stepped into hole when getting off car ; 1 was caused by car 
starting before passenger could reach a seat ; and 1 was injured in 
a runaway car. 

Nineteen were employees — 12 by collisions ; 2 by slippery rails ; 
1 collision, car and team ; 1 foreman, while assisting in loading 
rails ; 1 workman, struck by crowbar flying back ; 1 while flagging 
car at crossing ; and 1 fell from arc lamp pole. 

Forty -four were injured by collision of cars and teams ; 13 were 
struck by cars while crossing tracks or stepping in front of cars ; 
and 4 by collision of cars and bicycles. As compared with last 
year, there were 29 more accidents reported. The number of 
killed was 10 less, and the number of injured 38 more. 

Jan, 7. As Union Kailroad Co. car 258 was proceeding along 
Atwell's avenue, near the corner of Harris avenue, a coal cart was 
driven across the track, and the driver, J. 0. Bickford, was thrown 
from the team and slightly injured. 

Jan, 9, Union Kailroad Co. car 503 was proceeding along 
Plainfield street, near St. Anthony Church, when John Leddler, a 
child three years old, ran from the sidewalk in front of the car. 
The child was knocked down and somewhat bruised. 

Jan, 2S, Rhode Island Suburban Railway Co. car 801 collided 
with a freight locomotive at the railroad crossing on Elmwood 
avenue, in the town of Cranston, and the following-named persons 
were slightly injured : Mrs. E. M. Haltzen, Mrs. Alex. Mills, Mrs. 
Wm. Phillips, Mrs. E. L. Bend, and Mrs. F. J. Colby. 
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Jan, 2S, As car 292, K. I. Suburban Co. was near the junction 
\i Douglas avenue and Chalkstone avenue, Jacob Goldstein at- 
tempted to board the car while it was in motion. He slipped and 
fell and was slightly injured. 

Jan, 23. Miss Mary J. Gary, when about to step upon car No. 
25 of Pawtucket Street Eailway Co., was thrown by the sudden 
starting of the car. 

Jan, 25, John McCartin stepped from car 254, Union Railroad 
Co., while it was in motion, on Francis street, and was thrown to 
the ground. 

Jan, 26. J. Moran, of Tiverton, R. I., jumped from a fast-mov- 
ing car of the Newport & Fall River Street Railway Co., near 
Manchester's switch, Tiverton, and fell, cutting his face. 

I^eb, 2. As car 613, Union Railroad Co., was proceeding along 
South Main street, J. Stevens, a boy, who was sliding down hill 
and across the tracks, was struck by the car and injured about the 
leg and head. 

JF'eb. 4. A man by the name of Bernard O'Donnell jumped from 
Union Railroad Co. car No. 842, on Elmwood avenue, and was 
slightly injured. He was taken to R. I. Hospital. 

JF'eb. 4' George H. Whitwell, of Fall River, employed as fore- 
man by the Newport & Fall River Street Railway Co., had his 
knee badly strained while assisting some jvorkmen in getting tim- 
bers on flat car, in Middletown. 

J^leib, 6. Car 92, Union Railroad Co., collided with car 26, and 
the following were slightly injured : F. O. Smith, and Z. T. 
Williams. 

I^eb, 7, Rhode Island Suburban Street Railway Co. car No. 659 
collided with a sleigh, near Pontiac, and F. E. Cole was thrown 
from the sleigh and slightly injured. 

I^ei. 7, Car 59, R. I. Suburban Street Railway Co., collided 
with help car No. 57, near Hope village, and conductor Brown 
and motorman Dawley were injured.

Feb, 8, Car 424, Union Bailroad Co., collided with a team that 
was driven on the track near Rumford, and L. E. Murray and^

June SO, Mary Williams stepped from a car of the Woonsocket 
Street Bail way Co., while it was in motion, an Social street, Woon- 
socket, and was slightly bruised. 

July Jf, Car 986, B. I. Suburban Co., collided with team, on 
Apponaug road, near Greenwood, and J. E. McCabe, conductor, 
who was on the running-board collecting fares, was thrown off 
and his legs and back injured. 

July 4, Thomas Smith stepped from a moving car of the 
Woonsocket Street Bailway Co., and fell, cutting his head. 

July 6, Car 106, Pawtucket Street Bailway Co., collided with 
a wagon belonging to the Pawtucket Gas Co., and Joseph Mc- 
Grath and Jacob Wise were slightly injured. 

July 6, Car 756, Union Bailroad Co., collided with a carriage, 
at Auburn, and the occupants of the carriage, Hugh Ford, Aggie 
Ford, and Mamie Ford, were thrown out and all more or less 
injured.

July 10, Car 973, Union Bailroad Co., was crossing Washing- 
ton bridge when Wm. Winman jumped from the car, before it 
came to a standstill, and received injuries from which he died at 
the B. I. Hospital, where he had been taken. 
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July H, Car 196, Union Bailroad Co., collided with a wagon, 
on Cranston street, near Arlington, and Michael Kirly and Ralph 
Bowdish were thrown from the wagon and received slight injuries. 

July 16, Car 24, Union Railroad Co., collided with team be- 
longing to R. E. Smith & Co., and the driver, Patrick McCue, was 
thrown out and had head cut. 

July 17. Union Railroad Co. car 172 collided with car 175, on 
Eddy street, in Providence, and the following persons were 
slightly injured : Mrs. S. R. McNeil, Mrs. W. Price, Dell Crans- 
ton, W. B. Cartledge, J. Siniclair, and Geo.

July 18, As Union Railroad Co. car 545 was passing along 
Randall street, Providence, Mary Donovan, a child five years old, 
ran from behind team in front of the car, and was knocked down 
and instantly killed. 

July 23. As Union Railroad Co. car 971, running express to 
Riverside, was passing along Eddy street, Bridget Kelihan, with- 
out signalling the conductor, jujnped from the car, fell, and frac- 
tured her skull. She was taken to the R. I. Hospital, and after 
suffering for some days was committed to the State hospital for 
the insane. 

July 28, Car 39, Union Railroad^ Co., collided with car 979, on 
Warren avenue, in East Providence, and the following were slightly 
injured : James A. Smith, Jacob Vantanian, David Agopian, Rose 
McGregor, Mrs. Thomas Devine, Margaret Malone, John Malone, 
and B. Laboisky. 

July 28. James Geoghegan, riding on running-board of car 711, 
Union Railroad Co., was struck by a fence-post and knocked from 
the car. 

July 29, Car 111, Pawtucket Street Railway Co., collided with 
car 108, on Central avenue, in Pawtucket, and L. Higgins and 
Wm. Jordan were slightly injured. 

August 3. As car 724, Union Railtoad Co., was passing along 
Pawtucket avenue, in East Providence, Geo. S. Cameron, without 
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notifying the conductor, jumped from the car while it was in mo- 
tion, and was injured. He was sent to the E. I. Hospital; dis- 
charged August 6 improved. 

August 6, Mrs. Hannah Gledhill stepped from Pawtucket Street 
Eailway Co. car 102, while it was in motion, and was injured. 

August 6, Car 727, Union Bailroad Co., collided with a street- 
sweeping machine, on South Water street, Providence, and James 
Fitzpatrick, the driver of the machine, was thrown to the ground 
and injured his shoulder.

Sept, 10, Car 102, Union Railroad Co., collided with a lumber- 
reach, on Pocasset avenue, and the following persons were injured : 
Michael Lannon, Mrs. W. Jones, and Miss Mary McNulty. • 

Sept, 15, Car 298, Union Railroad Co., collided with car 8, on 
Plainfield street. Providence, and the following persons were in- 
jured: Mr. Jos. Wilson, wife, and two children, Agnes V. Mc- 
Clough, James Kennedy, W. Brophey, Mrs. J. McDermott, Samuel 
Brandreth, and Mrs. Mathewson. 

Sept. 19, Car 487, Union Railroad Co., collided with car 680, at 
Broad street car barn. Providence, and Katie Holtpn and Annie 
T. Frazer were injured. 

Sept, 20, Car 201, Union Railroad Co., jumped the track, on 
Prairie avenue, Providence, and Mrs. Herbert Fairman and Mrs. 
Macomber were injured. 

Sept, 23, Car 339, Union Railroad Co., collided with a baker's 
wagon, on North Main street. Providence, and James Travers, the 
driver, was thrown out and under the heels of the horse, and was 
bruised about the head and shoulders from the fall, and was also 
kicked by the horse. 
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Sept. 25. Miss Liza McCarthy stepped off of a Woonsocket 
Street Bailway Co. car, while it was in motion, on Main street, 
Woonsocket, fell, and was somewhat shaken up. 

Sept 26. An old gentleman attempted to board a moving car 
of the Woonsocket Street Railway Co., on Main street, Woon- 
socket, and was dragged about a car's length. 

Sept 26. Miss Frances Humphrey, in getting off of a Woon- 
socket Street Bailway Co. car, stepped into a hole and injured her 
ankle. 

Sept 26. Car 629, Union Bailroad Co., collided with a lowgear, 
on Tockwotton street. Providence, and Dennis Mahoney, who was 
riding on the lowgear, was so badly injured that he died the same 
night at the B. I. Hospital. 

Sept 28. A two-horse team turned in front of an Interstate 
Consolidated Street Bailway Co. car, and was struck by the car ; 
the horses were frightened and ran, throwing out the driver, 
Thomas Kelly, who was slightly injured. 

Sept 28. Car 411, Union Bailroad Co., collided with car 424, 
on Broadway, Providence, and the following were injured : William 
Lawrence, Buth E. Lindberg, and motorman Quay. 

Oct S. Mrs. Frederick T. Haines attempted to get on an Liter- 
state Consolidated Street Bailway Co. car, after it started, and fell, 
injuring her face slightly. 

Oct 5. A Woonsocket Street Bailway Co. car struck a team 
which was driven in front of it from a side street, and the driver 
was thrown out and slightly injured. 

Oct 5. Mrs. Hannah M. Hovey boarded Union Bailroad Co. 
car No. 8, on Westminster street, Providence, and before she 
reached a seat the car started and she was thrown to the floor 
and somewhat injured. 

Oct 12. Car 85, Union Bailroad Co., collided with a wagon, on 
Chalkstone avenue. Providence, and James McCoid was thrown 
from the back part of the wagon and was injured. 
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OcL 18. As car 610, Union Bailroad Co., was going around the 
curve at Moore's corner, in East Providence, Timothy Goflfee was 
thrown from the rear plitform and injured. 

Oct 19, Car 882, E. I. Suburban Railway Co., collided with a 
team, in Barrington ; one of the horses was killed, and the driver 
was thrown from the team but escaped serious injury. 

Oct. 20, Car 677, R. I. Suburban Railway Co., struck James 
Donnelly, who was lying on the track on the bridge that crosses 
the Pawtuxet river on the Silver Hook road. He was taken to 
the R. I. Hospital, and died, from the eflfects of his injuries, 
October 22. 

Oct, 21/., Francesco Rossoe jumped from a car of the Sea View 
Railroad Co., near Plum Beach, in North Kingstown, and died 
instantly from a broken neck. Rossoe was on a work car that 
collided with a coal car, and he jumped to avoid injury. 

Oct, 24, John McQuirl, eighty years old, stepped in front of 
Union Railroad Co. car 78, as it was passing along Eddy street. 
Providence. He was knocked down and rendered unconscious. 
He was taken to the R. I. Hospital, where he died from the effects 
of his injuries. 

Oct, 28, Car 40, Union Railroad Co., collided with a Dexter 
Asylum wagon, on Brook street, and the driver, Thomas Mulryan, 
was thrown from the team and injured. 

Oct, 30, Union Railroad Co. car collided with a wagon on, Fair 
street, Pawtuxet, and Hugh Melon and John Anderson were 
thrown from the team and injured. 

Nov, 1, Car 445, Union Railroad Co., collided with a team 
driven by John Morris, at the corner of No. Main street and 
Rochambeau avenue. Mr. Morris was thrown from the team and 
had his right shoulder dislocated, also received a scalp wound and 
a severe shaking up. 

Nov, U, As car 817, Union Railroad Co., was near the corner of 
No. Main and Jenkins streets, Providence, Mrs. Mary McCann 
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stepped off of the sidewalk directly in front of the car, and was 
knocked down and injured about the head and face. 

Nov, 23, Car 15, Union Railroad Co., collided with a team, on 
Westminster street, and James Gustavian was thrown to the 
ground and was slightly injured. 

Nov, 25, Car 814, Union Bailroad Co., stopped at the corner of 
Washington Eow and Market Square to allow a passenger to get 
off, when car 811 slid into it, causing a slight collision, and Mrs. 
Hawkins was slightly injured. 

Nov, 25. Dr. Kobert C. Hale attempted to board Union Rail- 
road Co. car 628, on Taunton avenue, and was struck by the 
guard-board and thrown to the ground, somewhat injuring his 
knee. 

Nov, 29, Union Railroad Co. express car 1256, while passing 
along Eddy street, struck a buggy, and the two occupants, John 
Gartland and Mr. Gorman, were thrown out. Mr. Gartland 
sprained his ankle and was slightly cut about the face. Hq was 
sent to the hospital, and discharged December 1st cured. 

Dec, 2, Car 211, Pawtucket Street Railway Co., was descending 
hill near railroad crossing when the car commenced to slide, and 
slid into a freight train which was crossing the street going toward 
Saylesville, and Samuel Halstead had his thumb sprained. 

Dee, S. Car 50, Woonsocket Street Railway Co., got beyond the 
control of the motorman, in going down grade on Cumberland 
Hill, on account of the rails being slippery, and at the foot of the 
hill went around a curve with such speed that Robert Martin, the 
motorman, Bertram Salley, the conductor, and Charles V. Comire, 
a passenger, were thrown off the car ; and Miss Clara Ledoux, a 
passenger inside the car, was thrown against a window with such 
force that her face was cut by the glass. They were all slightly 
injured. 

Dec, 12, As the motorman on car 10, Union Railroad Co., at- 
tempted to turn the Delaine Mill switch, in Olney ville, the car 
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suddenly slid along the track and struck Mr. Brighton's team 
which was crossing the track. Mr. Brighton was thrown from the 
team and had his leg slightly injured. 

Dec» 111, Mrs. Bose Tracy, in attempting to get off of car 31, 
Union Bailroad Co., on Union avenue, Olneyville, slipped and fell 
and was slightly injured. 

Dec, 2^., As car 14, Union Bailroad Co., was moving along 
Charles street. Providence, Phillipo Mulucci stepped directly in 
front of it, was knocked down and instantly killed. 



In the appendix to this report will be found the returns of the 
several steam and street railroad corporations, as made to me in 
accordance with the laws of the State, wijth statistical tables ; such 
new legislation relating to the several railroad corporations as has 
been enacted by the General Assembly since my last report ; an 
abstract of th^ Statistics of Bailways in the United States for the 
year ending June 30, 1899; a synopsis of the fifteenth annual 
report of the Interstate Commerce Commission, transmitted to 
Congress January, 1902 ; and report on grade crossings, made to 
the National Association of Bailroad Commissioners, with remarks 
thereon. 

The returns from the electric railways show that the larger pro- 
portion of injuries to passengers was caused by the collision of. 
cars, and that nearly all these collisions occurred on account of 
the inability of the motormen to stop the cars. For this failure 
to control cars the principal reason given is slippery condition of 
rails in cases where power brakes were used, allowing the cars to 
sHde after brakes were set to their utmost tension. On cars with 
hand brakes, the same reason is alleged in some cases, in others 
that there was not sufficient time to stop cars after the danger was 
discovered. It seems to me that very many or all of these acci- 
dents by collision could be avoided. 

All cars that carry passengers should be provided with power 
brakes, and all should have sand-boxes, so arranged as to be oper- 
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afced by foot of the motorman and to discbarge a stream of sand 
upon the rails directly in front of the wheels of the cars. It has 
been the custom in the winter season to have a pail of sand on 
the platform of the car^ and, when needed, to stop the car and 
have the conductor apply sand with a small shovel ; this method 
has been somewhat improved in the vestibule cars by having holes 
made through the platforms, through which the sand could be 
poured ; but in most cases the sand itself has not been at hand 
in readiness for use. 

In view of the largely increased weight of cars, and of the ra- 
pidity with which they are driven on the highways outside the 
city limits, I recommend that legislation be enacted providing 
additional measures for the safety of passengers and employees. 

When chapter 187 of the General Laws was originally enacted, 
it had reference only to steam railroads, but in 1889, section 7 was 
added, as follows : " The word ' railroad ' as used in this chapter, 
except in section nine, shall be so construed as to include all so- 
called tramways and all other railroads operated by steam or 
other power." 

Section nine referred to gives passengers the right to take with 
them on cars personal baggage not exceeding eighty pounds in 
weight; with this exception all of Chapter 187, with the many 
amendments thereto, must be construed to apply to the street 
roads as well as to the steam roads. Many of these provisions 
are hardly pertinent to, and some are decidedly absurd if applied 
to, the trolley roads, as, for instance, the provision that requires 
sign-boards to be placed at every crossing of a turnpike, highway, 
or public way, and other requirements, which, if carried out strictly 
according to the letter of the law, would be expensive, annoying, 
and of no possible benefit. 

The railroad laws should be revised, and such as pertain ex- 
clusively to the street roads should be in a chapter by themselves. 

I am also of the opinion that matters relating to the safety and 
convenience of passengers, both on steam and street railroads. 
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should ^be placed under the supervision of the Bailroad Commis- 
sioner. 

There are several other matters in connection with the steam 
roads to which I have previously called the attention of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, but which have thus far been carefully avoided, 
which I again call to your notice. 

I am under obligations to John M. Peters, M. D., Superintend- 
ent of the Ehode Island Hospital, for information in regard to per- 
sons treated there on account of railroad accidents.

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NEW LEGISLATION CONCERNING RAILROADS. 



CHAPTER 809. 

[Passed Jan. 90, 1001.] 

SEg. 41. Section 1 of Chapter 187 of the General Laws is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows : 

"Section 1. There shall be a railroad commissioner who shall perform 
the duties enumerated in this chapter and such others as are or may be 
from time to time provided by law. The person holding that office at the 
passage of this act shall continue to hold the same for the remainder of 
the term for which he was appointed. At the January session of the gen- 
eral assembly in the year A. D. 1901, and in each third year thereafter, the 
governor, with the advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint some 
person to be railroad commissioner to succeed the person then holding such 
office ; and the person so appointed shall hold his office until the first 
day of February in the third year after his appointment. Any vacancy 
which may occur in said office when the senate is not in session shall be 
filled by the governor until the next session thereof, when he shall, with 
the advice and consent of the senate, appoint some person to fill such 
vacancy for the remainder of the term.'* 

Sec. 42. Section 6 of Chapter 187 of the General Laws is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows : 

**Sec. 6. The railroad commissioner shall annually report to the general 
assembly at its January session the condition and proceedings of the sev- 
eral railroad corporations, so far as the public interest may require, with 
such suggestions and recommendations as he may deem necessary or ex- 
pedient."

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CHAPTER 918. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO CHAPTER 
580 OF THE PUBLIC LAWS, PASSED AT THE MAY SESSION OF 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, A. D. 1898. 

[Passed Nov. 81, 1901.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. Every street railway company which is now or which may 
hereafter become subject to the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Public 
Laws, passed at the May session of the general assembly, A. D. 1898, shall 
make and file with the general treasurer, at the time of making payment 
of the state tax provided for by said act, a certificate, signed and sworn to 
by its treasurer or other officer designated by its board of directors, setting 
forth the gross earnings of the company and the amount of any dividends 
paid by it during the year ending on the thirtieth of June next preceding 
the date of such payment, and showing the manner in which the tax paid 
at the time is computed. 

Sec. 2. If any such company shall neglect to make or file the certificate 
hereinbefore required, it shall become liable to pay to the general treas- 
urer, for use of the state, the sum of twenty-five dollars for each day that 
such neglect shall continue, which sum and also any amount at any time 
remaining due from such company upon any payment required to be 
made by it under the provisions of said Chapter 580 may be recovered of 
such company, with double interest and double costs, by the officer entitled 
to receive the same, in an action of the case. 

Sec. 3. All actions for the collection of any payment required to be 
made under the provisions of this act, or of said Chapter 680 of the Public 
Laws, shall be commenced within four years from the time fixed for the 
making of such payment, and not after ; and no company shall be deemed 
or held to be in default or to have incurred any forfeiture for failure to 
make any such payment until the amount due thereon has been deter- 
mined by final judgment of court and such judgment has remained un- 
satisfied for sixty days. 

Sec. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed, and this act shall take effect from and after its passage: Provided, 
that as to any company which has heretofore accepted the provisions of 
said Chapter 580 of the Public Laws, this act shall take effect whenever 
accepted by such company, in mahper provided by section 7 of said chap-

ter. And the secretary of state is hereby authorized and directed to re- 
ceive, sign, seal, execute, and deliver such acceptance in manner prescribed 
by said section. 



CHAPTER 931. 

AN ACT TO ABOLISH CERTAIN DANGEROUS GRADE CROSS- 
INGS IN THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE. 

[PMsed Nov. 28, 1901.] 

It is enacted hy the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. In order that the safety of the public may be assured, the 
crossings at grade over the tracks of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company, and of any railroad company owned, oper- 
ated, or controlled by said railroad company, at Dike street. Grove street^ 
and Acorn street, so-called, in the city of Providence, shall be abolished in 
the manner hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. .Said city and said New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company may agree upon the manner, plans, and method of build- 
ing a highway bridge over said tracks from a line near the junction 
of Tefft and Dean streets, so-called, to Harris avenue, and of closing 
so much of said Dike street. Grove street, and Acorn street as lies 
within or between the location lines and contiguous lands of said railroad 
companies, and may also agree what amount or proportion or what items 
of the cost thereof shall be paid by the city of Providence and said New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, respectively. 

Sec. 8. For the purpose of making said agreements, the mayor, the 
commissioner of public works, and the chairman of the joint standing 
committee on railroads of said city are hereby empowered to act for said 
city, and such agreements when executed .shall be final and conclusive 
upon all parties concerned. 

Sec. 4. When the manner, plans, and methods of doing ss^id work shall 
have been determined and agreed upon and filed, and notice given as 
hereinafter provided, said railroad company shall proceed to construct 
said overhead bridge, and when the same shall be completed according to 
said agreements the city shall close the aforesaid portions of said so- 
called streets. 

Sec. 5. Said plans and agreement relating thereto shall be filed with 
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the railroad commissioner before any further action is taken or work done 
in pursuance thereof, and notice signed by said railroad commissioner 
shall be given to all parties in interest by publishing the fact that said 
plans and agreement relating thereto have been so filed every day for a 
week in two newspapers published in the city of Providence. 

Sec. 6. All persons claiming any damages on account of the work to 
be done according to said plans and agreement relating thereto, or of any 
action to be taken by authority of this act, may file their claims with the 
railroad commissioner within thirty days from the last day of said publi- 
cation and not after. 

Seo. 7. Said railroad commissioner shall give notice to all claimants 
who have filed claims as aforesaid of a hearing upon said claims by adver- 
tising the time and place of such hearing, at least two weeks before the 
date thereof, twice a week for two successive weeks in two newspapers 
published in the city of Providence, and after such hearing shall determine 
the amount of damages, if any, suffered by such claimants, respectively 
(deductiag therefrom all' benefits which may accrue to such claimants, re- 
spectively), and shall file a report of his findings with the clerk of the com- 
mon pleas division of the supreme court for Providence county, and shall 
give to said claimants such notice of said filing as said court may order. 

Sec. 8. Any person or corporation aggrieved by the action of the rail- 
road commissioner in awarding damages may, within thirty days after the 
filing of said report, appeal from said award to the common pleas division 
of the supreme court for Providence county and claim a jury trial on any 
item of damages thereby awarded. And such appeal shall stand for trial 
by jury as other civil cases upon the docket of such court, and shall be 
tried therein as other civil cases are therein tried. 

Sec. 9. The report of the commissioner shall be confirmed by the court, 
after being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury in cases 
where a jury trial is had ; and upon such confirmation, execution or exe- 
cutions for damages, if any, fixed by said report as confirmed, shall issue 
against said city of Providence as upon a judgment in due course of law 
in said court. 

Sec. 10. The city of Providence is hereby authorized and empowered to 
hire from time to time suflScient sums of money to pay for such portion of 
the cost of said work as said city shall obligate itself to pay under the au- 
thority hereof, and to pay any damages, costs, and expenses required to be 
paid by said city pursuant to this act and any agreement hereunder with 
said New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, and to issue 
its notes therefor for such time and in such amounts as may be fixed by 
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the city council thereof, and snch notes may be renewed from time to time 
as the same become due. 

Sec. 11. This act shall take effect from its passage, and shall supersede 
Chapter 666 of the Public Laws, passed by the general assembly at the 
January session, 1899, and any rights and remedies thereunder relative to 
any work to be done or action to be taken under this act.

PASSEI> AT THE JANUARY SESSION, 1900 



AX ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT 
ENTITLED "AN ACT TO INCORPOKATE THE NEW YORK, NEW 
HAVEN AND HARTFORD RAILROAD COMPANY/' PASSED BY 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT ITS JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 
1893, AND ANY ACT IN AMENDMENT THEREOF. 

[Passed May 4, 1900.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section l. The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany is hereby authorized and empowered to acquire, by condemnation, 
from time to time, such lands and such interests and estates in lands in 
any town, city, or district in the counties of Providence, Bristol, Kent, 
Newport, and Washington as said corporation may from time to time 
take, in manner hereinafter provided, for its corporate purposes or for the 
corporate purposes of • any steam railway corporation whose property, 
rights, privileges, or franchises have been or may hereafter be operated or 
acquired by said New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
under the authority granted by its charter or any amendment thereof. 

Sec. 2. Whenever said company shall take any lands or any interest 
or estate therein under the provisions of this act, it shall file in the com- 
mon pleas division of the supreme court in the county in which said lands 
are located a certificate containing a general description of such lands 
and a statement of the interests and estates therein which are taken, and 
a list of the owners thereof and the persons interested therein, so far as 
the same may be known to said company. Said certificate shall be ac-

RAILROAD COMPANY," PASSED AT THE MAY SESSION OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY, A. D. 1868. 

[Passed May 4, 1900.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. The directors of the Pawtuxet Valley Railroad Company 
are hereby authorized and empowered to create and issue bonds of said 
corporation to an amount not exceeding the sum of one hundred and sixty 
thousand dollars, for the purpose of paying and taking up and in place of 
the same amount of bonds which have matured and are now outstanding. 
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and to execute a mortgage of their road, property, and franchises for the 
security of said bonds : Provided, however, that said bonds before being is- 
sued shall be countersigned by the president or treasurer of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, and shall have printed in or 
stamped upon them a statement or notice that the same are made and is- 
sued subject to the provisions of the lease made by said Pawtuxet Valley 
Railroad Company to the New York, Providence and Boston Railroad Com- 
pany, bearing date April 19th, 1884, and said bonds shall run for the term 
of twenty-five years from the first day of April, A. D. 1900, and shall bear 
interest at the rate of four per centum per annum, payable semi-annually. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE NEWPORT AND FALL RIVER 
STREET RAILWAY COMPANY TO ACQUIRE AND TAKE OVER 
THE PROPERTY, RIGHTS, AND FRANCHISES OF THE NEW- 
PORT STREET RAILWAY COMPANY AND THE NEWPORT 
ILLUMINATING COMPANY. 

' [Passed May 8. 1900.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. The Newport Street Railway Company and the Newport 
Illuminating Company are hereby authorized, not less than two-thirds in 
amount of the stockholders of each of said companies assenting thereto, 
to sell, assign, transfer, convey, and deliver, and the Newport and Fall 
River Street Railway Company, not less than two-thirds in amoimt. of the 
stockholders of said company assenting thereto, is hereby authorized to 
accept, receive, take over, have, hold, use, and enjoy as and for its own 
all the property and franchises of the two companies first above named, 
and either of them ; and said three companies may agree, not less than 
two-thirds in amount of the stockholders in each of said companies 
assenting thereto, as aforesaid, that the consideration for any such trans- 
fer or conveyance shall be (1) the issue to such of the stockholders of said 
Newport Street Railway Company and of said Newport Illuminating 
Company as assent thereto of shares in said Newport and Fall River 
Street Railway Company in exchange, share for share, for their shares of

stock in such selling company or coihpanies, which latter shares shall 
thereupon be endorsed and delivered to said Newport and Fall River 
Street Railway Company; and (2) the payment to such of the stockholders 
of said selling companies as do not assent to such sale, transfer, and 
conveyance, and the exchange of shares as aforesaid, of the net cash valu^ 
of their shares, to be ascertained in accordance with section 2 hereof, 
which amount, when so ascertained, shall until paid be a claim against 
said purchasing company and a lien on the property and franchises trans- 
ferred to said purchasing company by the company by which the stock 
whose value as thus ascertained was issued. But no stockholder failing 
to apply for and receive in cash his proportion of the net value of the 
assets of such corporation as aforesaid shall have any lien upon or claim 
against said purchasing company or the proi)erty and franchises trans- 
I ferred to it by the company by which the shares held by such stockholder 

' were issued. 

Sec. 2. Any stockholder in said Newport Street Railway Company or 
in Said Newport Illuminating Company who does not within thirty days 
after notice duly mailed to him of his right to make exchange as afore- 
said assent to such exchange, and deliver his certificate or certificates for 
exchange as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive from said Newport and 
Fall River Street Railway Company such an amount in cash for his said 
certificate or certificates of stock as the railroad commissioner or a jury 
shall, as hereinafter provided, fix and determine to be the proportion of 
the entire net value of the property and franchises of the company by 
which said stock was issued as his said certificate or certificates represent. 

The railroad commissioner is hereby authorized to act as appraiser, as 
aforesaid, upon the application of any such stockholder or of said New- 
port and Fall River Street Railway Company, and his decision in the 
premises shall be final, unless within thirty days thereafter Such stock- 
holder shall claim an appeal and file the same in the common pleas 
division of the supreme court in the county of Newport, in which case the 
value of his shares aforesaid shall be determined by a jury in the same 
manner as the value of land is determined in condemnation proceedings ; 
costs to be apportioned or paid as said court may determine. 

Sec. 3. Said Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company is 
hereby authorized from time to time or at any time to increase its capital 
stock by an amount not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars divided 
into five thousand shares of the par value of one hundred dollars each, so 
that its entire capital stock as so increased shall not exceed seven hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars divided into not more than seven thousand five 
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hundred shares of the par value of one hundred dollars each ; and said 
increased capital stock may be issued and exchanged as hereinafter pro- 
vided. Not exceeding two thousand shares of said new stock may be 
exchanged, share for share, for an equal number of the outstanding shares 
of capital stock of the Newport Illuminating Company ; and not exceed- 
ing ten hundred and seventy shares of said new stock may be exchanged, 
share for share, for an equal number of the outstanding shares of the 
capital stock of the Newport Street Eailway Company; and the remaining 
shares of said new stock may be held in the treasury of said Newport and 
Fall River Street Railway Company and used and issued for any legiti- 
mate purpose or purposes of the corporation : Provided, however, that 
none of said remaining shares shall be issued for a less sum or amount 
to be actually paid in on each than the par value thereof. 

Sec. 4. The said Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company is 
hereby authorized and empowered from time to time and at any time to 
issue its mortgage bonds, bearing interest at such rate and payable at such 
time as may be fixed by the vote of the said company, to an amount not 
exceeding in all the amount of the capital stock of the said corporation, and 
to execute and deliver to a trustee or trustees a mortgage of all its rail- 
road and property of every kind and description, real, personal, and mixed, 
including any stock in any other corporation held by it, and all its powers, 
rights, privileges, and franchises which it may have or in any way be 
entitled to at the time, or which it may hereafter acquire anywhere to 
secure the payment of said bonds ; such mortgage to contain such powers 
of sale and provisions for a sinking fund as said company may provide. 

Sec. 5. Upon the taking over by the Newport and Fall River Street 
Railway Company of the property and franchises of the Newport Street 
Railway Company and of the Newport Illuminating Company, as afore- 
said, said Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company shall have 
and may exercise in the city of Newport all the rights and powers which 
it now has by its charter in the towns of Middletown, Portsmouth, and 
Tiverton, or either of them, except, however, that it shall not lay its tracks 
in the streets enumerated in section 1 of an act in amendment of an "Act 
to incorporate the Newport Horse Railroad Company," passed April 24, 
1885, which amendment was passed June 9, 1896. With respect to the 
properties and franchises of said Newport Street Railway Company and 
Newport Illuminating Company acquired by it as aforesaid, said Newport 
and Fall River Street Railway Company shall enjoy the same rights, privi- 
leges, and franchises, and be subject to the same conditions, restrictions, 
duties, and obligations, as have heretofore been enjoyed by or imposed 
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upon said Newport Street Railway Company and said Newport Illuminat- 
ing Company, respectively. 

Providedy however, in reckoning the amount to be hereafter paid by said 
Fall River and Newport Street Railway Company under "An act provid- 
ing for a tax on street railways," passed June 15, 1898, as a tax upon its 
earnings, the earnings derived by it from the business of the generation 
and sale of electricity for the purpose of furnishing light or power in the 
city of Newport, taken over by it from said Newport Illuminating Com- 
pany, shall be excluded; but nothing in this act shall be construed as 
exempting said company from continuing to pay the present tax of one 
per cent, upon the gross earnings of the property now belonging to 
the Newport Illuminating Company in accordance with the contract 
existing between said company and the city of Newport, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 77 of the feeneral Laws, dated November 15, 1898, dur- 
ing the remainder of the term of said contract. 

Sec. 6. Said Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company is hereby 
authorized, not less than two-thirds in amount of its stockholders assent- 
ing thereto, to consolidate with, or to lease its property and franchises to, 
or to enter into a contract for the operation of its road by, any other street 
railway company organized in this or any adjoining state with which it 
may connect, and any such consolidation, lease, or operating contract may 
be made upon such terms as may be authorized by the stockholders of said 
companies respectively ; or said Newport and Fall River Street Railway 
Company may, with such assent of its stockholders, lease and operate the 
property and franchises or enter into a contract for the operation of the 
road of any such connecting street railway company or companies, upon 
such terms as may be authorized by the stockholders of said companies 
respectively. And any such connecting company or companies, with the 
like assent of its or their stockholders, may exercise all such powers and 
do all such acts as may be necessary on its or their part to carry into effect 
any such consolidation, lease, or oi>erating contract. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect immediately. 
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PASSED AT THE JANUARY SESSION, 1001. 



AN ACT CONCEENING THE PKOVIDENCE AND DANIELSON 
EAILROAD COMPANY AND THE UNION RAILROAD COM- 
PANY. 

[Passed March 28, 1901,] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. The contract made between the Union Railroad Company 
and the Providence and Danielson Railway Company under date of Feb- 
ruary 19, 1901, is hereby ratified, approved, and confirmed, and the parties 
thereto are authorized and empowered to carry the same into effect ; and 
the Providence and Danielson Railway Comp%.ny is hereby authorized and 
empowered to constfuct, maintain, and operate a railroad in the town of 
Johnston, as provided in said contract ; subject, however, to all the 
restrictions, limitations, and agreements in said contract contained ; and 
all the provisions of said contract shall be binding upon any successor to 
said Providence and Danielson Railway Company in the ownership, oper- 
ation, or management of said railroad, as well as upon the Providence and 
Danielson Railway Company itself. 

Sec. 2. Except as hereinbefore and in said contract provided, the 
Providence and Danielson Railway Company shall not construct, operate, 
or maintain any railroad in the town of Johnston. 

Sec. 3. Nothing in this act contained shall be construed to extend any 
franchise heretofore granted to either of the companies which are parties 
to said contract beyond the time now limited by law. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF SECTION 10 OF AN ACT ENTITLED 
"AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE PAWCATUCK VALLEY 
STREET RAILWAY COMPANY," PASSED APRIL 28, 1893. 

[Passed February 21, 1901.] 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. Section 10 of an act entitled "An act to incorporate the 
Pawcatuck Street Railway Company," passed April 28, 1893, is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : • 
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**8ec. 10. Said corporation may by a vote of a majority of its stock- 
holders issue its coupon or other bonds, to an amount not exceeding one 
hundred and forty thousand dollars, to run for a term not exceeding 
twenty years from the date thereof. To secure the payment of such 
bonds, with interest thereon, said corporation may make a mortgage or 
mortgages of its property and franchises, or any part or parts thereof, and 
may include in such mortgage property to be hereafter acquired. All 
bonds issued by said corporation shall be signed by the president and 
countersigned by the treasurer thereof, and said officers shall certify upon 
the face of each bond that it is properly issued, and said corporation shall 
have the power to purchase and hold such estate, real and personal, to an 
amount not exceeding one hundred and forty thousand dollars, as shall be 
necessary for the convenient management and operation of said road, or. 
in any way incidental thereto, and, if necessary, dispose of and convey 
the same ; and also to collect rates of fares and rates of freight as estab- 
lished from time to time by the directors of said corporation, subject at 
all times to the laws of this state in relation thereto." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect immediately, and all acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 



AN, ACT AUTHORIZING THE PROVIDENCE AND DANIELSON 
RAILWAY COMPANY TO ACQUIRE LANDS BY CONDEMNA- 
TION. 

[Passed Maroh 28, 1901.] 

It is enacted hy the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. The Providence and Danielson Railway Company is hereby 
authorized and empowered to acquire by condemnation, from time to time, 
such lands and such interests and estates in lands as said corporation may 
from time to time take, in manner hereinafter provided, for its corporate 
purposes, in the towns of Scituate, Foster, Glocester, and Smithfield, and 
along the location of the line of railway which said corporation is author- 
ized to construct in the town of Johnston. And said Providence and 
Danielson Railway Company may locate, construct, maintain, use, and 
operate its railway or railways, and all suitable and convenient buildings, 
machinery, poles, wires, conduits, and other appurtenances and appliances 
of such railway or railways upon and over the lands so acquired. 

Sec. 2. Whenever said company shall take any lands, or any interest 
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or estate therein under the provisions of this act, it shall file in the com- 
mon pleas division of the supreme court in the county in which such lands 
are located a certificate containing a general description of such lands, 
and a list of the owners thereof and the persons interested therein, so far 
as the same may be known to said company. Said certificate shall be 
accompanied by a plat showing the location of such lands, and shall con- 
tain a notice that said company will give such security as the court may 
require for the payment of all such costs and damages as may be finally 
awarded to any person interested in the lands taken in the proceedings 
commenced by the filing of such certificate. 

Sec. 3. Upon the filing of such certificate and plat, the court -shall 
enter an order fixing the time when and the place where all persons inter- 
ested in the land in said certificate described may appear before said 
court and be heard with reference to the necessity of the taking of such 
land and the appointment of commissioners to appraise the damages 
sustained by them by such taking, and the security to be given by said 
company for damages and costs ; and the clerk of said court shall there- 
upon issue a notice, directed to the persons named in said certificate and 
to all other persons interested in said land, containing the substance of 
said certificate and said order, which notice shall be served by publication 
for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may 
prescribe, and in such other manner as the court may direct. 

Sec. 4. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any 
adjournment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the 
parties interested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first 
determine whether the lands in said certificate described are necessary to 
said company for its corporate purposes ; and if it shall determine that 
such lands are necessary to said company, said court shall proceed to fix 
the security to be given by said company for damages and costs, and 
appoint three suitable persons as commissioners to appraise the damages 
sustained by the persons interested in the lands described in said certifi- 
cate by reason of the taking of said lands, or of any interest or estate 
therein. Any vacancies in said commission which may occur from time 
to time shall be filled by the court, upon application of any party inter- 
ested in said proceedings, and upon such notice as the court may direct. 

Sec. 6. Said commissioners, before they proceed to execute their 
duties, shall be sworn to a faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and 
shall give reasonable notice, by publication or otherwise, in such manner 
as the court may direct, to all persons interested to file their claims, if any 
they have, which have not been released to said company, with the clerk 
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of said court within thirty days from the date of said notice. At the end 
of the time allowed for filing such claims the commissioners, or a majority 
of them, shall fix a time and place for hearing all persons interested as to 
the damages by them sustained, an*d shall give notice of such hearing by 
publication in one or more of the newspapers published in the county 
where said lands are situated, once a week for at least three weeks prior 
to the date of such meeting, and shall give such further notice, if any, as 
the court may direct. At the time and place fixed for said hearing, or at 
any adjournment therefrom, the comimissioners, or a majority of them, 
shall proceed to heai* the parties interested, with their allegations and 
proofs, and shall examine the premises ; and shall estimate all such dam- 
ages as they think any person interested has sustained by the taking of 
said land or any interest or estate therein. And the commissioners, or a 
majority of them, shall make return of their doings and of the damages 
assessed by them, as soon as may be, to the court from which they 
received their appointment, with their fees marked thereon ; which fees, 
being first allowed by the court, shall be forthwith paid by said corpora- 
tion. 

Sec. 6. Upon the receipt of the report of said commissioners, the clerk 
of the court shall open ftie same and shall give public notice by advertise- 
ment for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may 
prescribe, that such report has been received and opened and that the 
same may be examined by any party interested therein ; and either said 
company or any other party aggrieved by any award of damages made by 
said commissioners may claim a jury trial upon any item of damages 
thereby awarded, and may file a claim for such trial with the clerk of said 
court within three months from the opening of such report. And such 
claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper issues based upon such 
claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such court, and shall be tried 
therein in every respect as other civil cases are there tried, including the 
rights to except to rulings and to apply for new trial for cause. But if the 
party claiming such jury trial shall not therein obtain an award more 
favorable to such party than that given by the commissioners, such party 
shall pay costs to the adverse party, unless otherwise ordered by the court; 
and if any party claiming such jury trial shall obtain therein an award 
more favorable than that given by the commissioners, such party shall 
recover his or its costs from the adverse party. 

Sec. 7. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the 
court, after being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury in 
cases where a jury trial is claimed ; and upon such confirmation, execu-

tion or executions for the damages fixed by said report as confirmed shall 
issue against said company as upon a judgment in due course of law. 

Sec. 8. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands are 
necessary to said company for its corporate purposes, as provided in sec- 
tion 4, said company may immediately enter upon, take possession of, and 
use such lands for its corporate purposes : Provided, however, that no 
such entry or use shall be made or possession be taken, except for the 
purpose of making surveys, until said company shall have given the 
security fixed by the court, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 9. Said company may abandon any lands, or any interests or 
estates therein, taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice of 
such abandonment in the office of the clerk of the court in which the pro- 
ceedings herein provided for are pending, at any time before confirmation 
of the report of the commissioners appointed to assess damages. If said 
corporation shall not have entered upon, taken possession of, or used the 
lands so abandoned, or any interest or estate therein, prior to the filing of 
such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for the assessment of dam- 
ages for the taking of the land, or the interests or estates therein, so 
abandoned shall cease, and said corporation shall pay to any person 
interested in the property so abandoned all his costs and expenses, if any, 
incurred in prosecuting for damages for the taking of such lands, or 
estates or interest therein, up to the time of such abandonment, which 
costs shall be taxed by the clerk. If said company shall have entered 
upon, taken possession of, or used the lands, or any interests or estates 
therein, so abandoned prior to such abandonment, and the assessment of 
damages for the same is then pending before the commissioners or a jury, 
then, upon such abandonment, said company shall have the right to give 
such abandonment in evidence in diminution of damages, paying costs, if 
the question of damages is pending, on claim of jury trial, notwithstand- 
ing a diminution of damages in consequence of such abandonment given 
in evidence ; or if the commissioners or a jury having finally assessed the 
damages, said company shall have the right to a revision of the assessment 
and to a re-assessment, by petition to the commissioners in order that the 
diminution of damages in consequence of such abandonment may be 
considered with right of any party interested to claim a jury trial as in 
case of the original assessment. 

Sec. 10. When the lands, or any interests or estates therein, in which 
any infant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf is 
interested are taken by said company under the provisions of this act, the 
court before which the proceedings for such taking are pending may 
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appoint a guardian ad litem for such infant or other person, and such 
guardian may appear and be heard in behalf of such infant or other per- 
son at any stage of the proceedings ; and such guardian may also, with 
the advice and consent of the court appointing him, release to said com- 
pany all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other person, 
or for any interest or estates therein, so taken. And if there shall be any 
dispute as to the title of any lands, or interests or estates therein, taken 
under the provisions of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive 
the damages awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to receive 
such damages is uncertain or unknown, said company may pay such 
damages into the registry of the court before which such proceedings are 
pending with the same effect as to the title of said company to such lands, 
or interests or estates therein, as though such damages had been paid to 
the person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 11. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be 
pending may from time to time order such other and further notices to be 
given in addition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such 
other orders, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act or with the 
general laws of the state, as may be required, in the opinion of such court, 
to protect the rights and interests of the parties mterested in such pro- 
ceedings. And any proceedings taken imder this act may be amended or 
corrected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if any, as^the court 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 12. Nothing in this act shall authorize the Providence and Ban^ 
ielson Railway Company to condemn any portion of the location of any 
other railroad or street railway company, except for the purpose of cross- 
ing the same either above or below grade and of maintaining suitable and 
convenient abutments or other supports for the structures erected or con- 
structed for such crossing, nor to condemn any right of way in any city or 
town in which any other street railway company may have acquired 
exclusive rights or franchises under the provisions of Chapter 976 of the 
Public Laws, passed at the May session, A. B. 1891, or under special act, 
without the consent of the company holding such exclusive right or fran- 
chise. Nor shall anything in this act authorize the condemnation of any 
land lying within the limits of any public park or square or other public 
place, or any land lying within the limits of any public highway, except 
for the purpose of crossing such highway, and subject to the public use 
thereof for highway purposes. Nor shall anything in this act prejudice or 
affect any action now pending in any court in this state. 

Sec. 13. The costs of all proceedings under this act shall be taxed by 
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the clerk of the court m which such proceedings are pending, and shall be 
paid by said company, except as otherwise hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 14. The common pleas division of the supreme court may sit at 
any time in any county mentioned in this act for the purpose of hearing 
and determining any matter arising in any proceeding under this act 
requiring to be heard in such county, and making any order, adjudication, 
or decree in such proceeding. 

Sec. 15. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT PROVIDING FOR NOTICE OF THE PENDENCY OF 
THE PETITION OF THE COWESETT TERMINAL AND TRANS- 
PORTATION COMPANY FOR THE PASSAGE OF AN ACT IN

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. Notice of the pendency of the petition of the Cowesett 
Terminal and Transportation Company for the passage of an act entitled 
"An act in amendment of an act to incorporate the Cowesett Termmal 
and Transportation Company and of the several acts in amendment 
thereof and in addition thereto, passed at the January session, 1898,'' 
shall be given by the petitioners thereof in three or more successive issues 
of a newspaper published in the city of Providence after the presentation 
of said act, and such notice shall specify the purpose of such corporation 
and the towns through which its railroad shall be operated and where the 
franchises of said corporation are to be acquired. 

Sec. 2. Section 2 of Chapter 21 of the General Laws and all other parts 
of acts inconsistent herewith in so far as the same apply to this act or to 
said act in amendment of and in addition to an act entitled "An act to 
incorporate the Cowesett Terminal and Transportation Company, passed 
at the January session, A. D. 1898," and of the several acts in amendment 
of and in addition thereto are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

UNION RAILROAD COMPANY WITH PROVIDENCE AND 

DANIELSON RAILWAY COMPANY.

This Agreement, made this nineteenth day of February, A. D. 1901, 
between the Union Railroad Company (hereinafter called the Union 
Company), a corporation created under the laws of the State of Rhode 
Island, and the Providence and Danielson Railway Company (here- 
inafter called the Danielson Company), also a corporation created under 
the laws of said State, 

WITNESSETH : 

Whereas, the Danielson Company is desirous of extending its line 
of railway through the town of Johnston, from the Scituate line to a 
connection with the lines of the Union Company at a point on the Hart- 
ford road, so-called, where the same crosses the line dividing the town of 
Johnston from the city of Providence, and to arrange with the Union 
Company for the transportation of cars owned or operated by the Daniel- 
son Company, with their contents, over the lines of the Union Company, 
into the city of Providence, and 

Whereas, the Danielson Company cannot, by the provisions of its 
charter, extend its road through the town of Johnston without the assent 
of the Union Company in writing, and 

Whereas, the Danielson Company has requested and hereby requests 
the Union Company to give its assent in writing to the construction, 
maintenance, and operation by the Danielson Company of an electric 
railway over the route hereinafter described, within said town of Johnston; 

Now, Therefore, it is hereby agreed, between the parties hereto, as 
follows : 

18 
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First. The Union Company hereby, in writing, assents to the construc- 
tion, maintenance, and operation by the Banielson Company of an electric 
railway through the town of Johnston, with a single track and convenient 
turnouts of standard gauge, to be operated by the single trolley electric 
system, partly over private property and partly in said Hartford road 
(but not in any other street or highway, except as it may be necessary, in 
building the line hereby authorized, to cross such other street or highway), 
said railway to be located as follows, viz.: Beginning on or near the 
Hartford road where said road crosses the line between the towns of 
Scituate and Johnston, and thence running in an easterly direction along 
said Hartford road, or as near as practicable thereto, to a connection with 
the line of the Union Railroad Company at a point on said Hartford road 
where the same crosses the line dividing the town of Johnston from the 
city of Providence, said line of railroad to be as nearly as practicable a 
direct line, with necessary sidings and turnouts from the Scituate line to 
the connection with the Union Railroad Company as above indicated and 
without lateral or branch lines of any nature in the town of Johnston. 

Second. The Danielson Company agrees that it will not construct, 
operate, or maintain any line of railroad, other than the one hereinbefore 
described, within or through the town of Johnston, nor exercise any of its 
corporate rights or franchises in said town, except the right to construct 
and operate the line of railroad hereinbefore described, without the written 
consent of the Union Company. 

Third. The Union Company agrees, as soon as authorized to do so, to 

extend its railway from the present terminus thereof on the Hartford

road, at or near the Killingly road, to a connection with the railway of the 
Danielson Company at its aforesaid terminus at the city line on the 
Hartford road. 

Fourth. The Danielson Company agrees that it will deliver to the 
Union Company, at its terminus aforesaid on the Hartford road, all cars 
operated by the Danielson Company over it9 road for the carriage of 
passengers or freight to or through points lying easterly of said terminus, 
including especially the city of Providence ; and that it will turn over to 
the Union Company, at said terminus, all passengers and freight traffic des- 
tined to or through such points, or for reshipment over any railroad or 
steamship line entering the city of Providence ; and that it will not make 
any contract or agreement for the delivery of any such cars or traffic to 
any other railroad ; and that it will not deliver such cars or traffic to any 
other railroad nor receive cars or traffic coming to it from or through such 
points over any other railroad : Provided, however, that nothing herein 
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contained shall prevent the Banielson Company from receiving cars or 
freight from such points over any other railroad at or beyond the 
boundaries of this State, nor from delivering cars or freight destined for 
such points to any other railroad at or beyond such boundaries; and, Pro- 
vided, further, that the Danielson Company may make and carry out any 
contract or contracts providing for a connection with the Rhode Island 
Suburban Railway Company at or near the village of Hope in the town of 
Scituate or elsewhere, or for the interchange of freight and passenger 
traffic between said companies at such connection, or for the operation of 
the cars of each of said companies over the lines of the other, which may 
hereafter at any time and from time to time be agreed upon between said 
companies. 

Fifth. The Union Company agrees to receive cars from the Danielson 
Company at said terminus at all reasonable times, and to operate the same 
over the lines of the Union Company into the city of Providence, and re- 
turn without unreasonable delay, provided it can do so without viola- 
tion of any law or any ordinance of the city of Providence. Passenger 
cars so received by the Union Company shall be transported to a point 
at or near the centre of its system in said city, and freight cars shall be 
transported to such points in said city as the Union Company may select 
for the receipt and delivery of freight, or, if such freight is to be delivered 
to another carrier, to the point agreed upon between the Union Company 
and such other carrier for the interchange of such freight. The fare for 
passengers shall be the same as that charged by the Union Company for 
the same service on its own cars ; and the Union Company may charge 
and collect such reasonable rates for the transportation of freight as it 
may from time to time establish, having regard to the character of the 
freight to be transported, the service to be performed and the facilities re- 
quired in receiving, transporting, and delivering the same, and the tax 
which the Union Company is required to pay to the city of Providence and 
the State of Rhode Island upon the receipts from said business, by virtue 
of the contracts existing between said Company and said State. 

Sixth. The Union Company agrees to furnish, at its own expense, con- 
ductors, motormen, and electric power for operating the cars received from 
the Danielson Company over the Union Company's lines ; and said cars 
may be used by the Union Company, while in operation on its lines, as its 
own cars and for the transportation of its own passengers and freight, 
without charge for such use. Said cars shall be of such construction and 
design that they may be operated over the lines of the Union Company by 
its present single trolley electric system, or by any other system which it 
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may hereafter, during the continuance of this contract, adopt, without 
violation of any ordinance or regulation established or prescribed by any 
municipal or other lawful authority. And the Union Company further 
agrees to provide, at such points within the city of Providence as it may 
select, suitable facilities for the handling of freight received by it from or 
for the Banielson Company. 

Seventh. The Union Company agrees to be liable for all damages to 
persons or property occurring from the operation of said cars while in the 
hands of its employees, and to redeliver said cars to the Danielson Com- 
pany in as good condition as when received, ordinary wear and tear ex- 
cepted. But the Danielson Company shall re-imburse the Union Company 
for any damages which the Union Company sustains or is compelled to 
pay for injuries to persons or property due to the defective condition of 
the Danielson Company's cars when received by the Union Company. 

Eighth. The Union Company agrees to furnish to the Danielson Com- 
pany, at a reasonable price an* for such period as the Danielson Com- 
pany may desire, such electric power as may be required to operate that 
part of its railroad which the Danielson Company is hereby author- 
ized to build in the town of Johnston : Providedy that the Union Company 
may, at any time after the expiration, of one year from the date when this 
contract goes into effect, terminate its obligation to furnish such power, 
by giving six (6) months* notice in writing to the Danielson Company of 
its intention so to do. 

Ninth. The Danielson Company agrees that it will not assign this con- 
tract, nor any right, privilege, or franchise granted thereby or enjoyed by 
virtue thereof, except by way of mortgage to secure the indebtedness of 
said company, without the consent in writing of the Union Company. 
And if the railway hereinbefore authorized to be constructed within the 
town of Johnston shall at any time hereafter pass out of the control of the 
Danielson Company, except through foreclosure or other legal proceedings 
under such mortgage, all the rights, privileges, and franchise granted to 
said Danielson Company by this contract, or enjoyed by said company by 
virtue thereof, shall, at the option of the Union Company, forthwith cease 
and determine. Any mortgage heretofore or hereafter made by the Dan- 
ielson Company.of the railroad, rights, privileges, or franchises which it is 
authorized or permitted to construct or enjoy, by the terms of this con- 
tract, shall be subject to all the provisions of this contract, and said con- 
tract shall be binding upon any mortgagee of said Danielson Company, 
and upon all persons claiming under such mortgagee, and upon all parties 
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at any time in the possession or control of said railroad, as well as upon 
said Danielson Company itself. 

Tenth. If the railroad hereinbefore authorized is not completed within 
one year from the time when this contract goes into effect, said contract 
and the permission therein given to construct said railroad shall, at the 
option of the Union Company, become null and void. 

Eleventh. This contract shall take effect upon the passage of an act 
for the approval of the same in the form hereto annexed, and shall run 
for the period of ninety-nine (99) years. 

In Witness Whereof, the Union Eailroad Company has caused its 
corporate name to be hereto subscribed and its corporate seal to be hereto 
affixed by Marsden J. Perry, one of its directors, thereunto duly author-

ABSTRACT 

Of Statistics of the Railways in the United States for the 

Year Ending June 30, 1900. 



From summaries which will appear in the Thirteenth Statistical Report 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission, prepared by its statistician, 
being the complete report for the above-named period, for which a pre- 
liminary income account was issued in December, 1900, the figures in the 
following advanced statement are obtained. 

Nearly eighty summaries of railway statistics will appear in the text of 
the report. For the purpose of localizing statistics, data are, as a rule, 
presented for each of the ten territorial groups into which the country is 
ditided, as well as for the United States as a whole. In the body of the 
report will appear the usual tables giving mileage, capitalization, earnings, 
expenses, etc., by roads. 

railway receiverships. 

The number of railways in the hands of receivers on June 30, 1900, was 
62, there being a net decrease of 19 as compared with the corresponding 
date of the previous year. The number of railways placed in charge of re- 
ceivers during the year was 16, and the number removed from their manage- 
ment was 35. The operated mileage of the roads under receivers on June 
30, 1900, was 4,177.91 miles, of which 3,640.32 miles » were owned by them. 
Of these roads 5 had an operated mileage in excess of 300 miles, 7 between 
100 and 300 miles, and 30 less than 100 miles. Complete returns for roads 
in the custody of the courts are not always available, but from the data at 
hand it appears that the capital stock represented by railways under re- 
ceivership on June 30, 1900, was $108,096,855 ; funded debt, $107,393,022 ; 
and current liabilities, $35,531,620. These figures show a decrease in capital 
stock represented, as compared with the previous year, of $112,113,833, and 
in fimded debt of $199,093,718. 
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MILEAGE. 

On June 30, 1900, the total single-track railway mileage in the United 
States was 193,345.78 miles, an increase during the year of 4,051.12 miles 
being shown. This is a greater increase than that for any other year since 
1893. The States and Territories which show an increase in mileage in ex- 
cess of 100 miles are Alabama, Arkansas, California, Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, 
Louisiana, Minnesota, Mississippi, Nebraska, North Carolina, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina, Texas, and Oklahoma. Practically all of 
the railway mileage of the country is covered by reports made to the Com- 
mission, the amount not covered being 789.75 miles, or 0.41 per cent, of the 
total single-track mileage. The aggregate length of railway mileage, in- 
cluding tracks of all kinds, were 259,788.07 miles. The distribution of this 
aggregate mileage was as follows : Single-track, 193,345.78 miles ; second 
track, 12,161.48 miles; third track, 1,094.48 miles; fourth track, 829.29 
miles ; and yard track and sidings, 52,367.04 miles. 

CLASSIFICATION OF RAILWAYS. 

The number of the railway corporations included in the report was 
2,023. Of this number 1,067 maintained operating accounts, 847 being 
classed as independent operating roads and 220 as subsidiary roads. Of 
roads operated under lease or some other form of contract, 324 received a 
fixed money rental, 167 a contingent money rental, and 241 were operated 
under some form of agreement or control not readily classified. The 
operated mileage of roads merged, reorganized, or consolidated during the 
year was 9,546.90 miles. The corresponding figure for 1899 was 5,846.35 
miles: 

EQUIPMENT. 

« 

There were 37,663 locomotives in the service of the railways on June 30, 
1900, or 960 more than the year previous. Of the total number reported 
9,863 are classed as passenger locomotives, 21,596 as freight locomotives, 
5,621 as switching locomotives, and 583 are not classified. 

The total number of cars of all classes in the service of the railways on 
the same date was 1,450,838, an increase of 74,922 being shown in this item. 
Of the total number, 34,713 are assigned to the passenger service, 1,365,531 
to the freight service, and 50,594 to the direct service of the railways. It 
should be understood, however, that cars owned by private companies and 
firms and used by railways are not included in the returns made to the 
commission. The report contains summaries which will indicate the 
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density of equipment and the extent to which it is used. It appears that 
the railways of the United States used on an average 20 locomotives and 
753 cars per ick) miles of line ; that 58,488 passengers were carried, and 
1,626,179 passenger miles accomplished per passenger locomotive; and 
that 51,013 tons of freight were carried and 6,556,731 ton miles accom- 
plished per freight locomotive. All of these items show an increase when 
compared with corresponding figures for the year 1899. There was also a 
decrease in the number of passenger cars per 1,000,000 passengers carried, 
and a decrease in the number of freight cars per 1,000,000 tons of freight 
carried. 

Both locomotives and cars being embraced in the term equipment, it 
appears that the total equipment of the railways on the date referred to 
was 1,488,501. Of this number 1,005,729 were fitted with train brakes, the 
increase in this item being 197,655, and 1,404,132 were fitted with auto- 
matic couplers, the increase being 266,413. 

Practically all locomotives and cars in the passenger service were fitted 
with train brakes, and of 9,863 locomotives assigned to that service 
7,431 were fitted with automatic couplers. Nearly all passenger cars 
were fitted with automatic couplers. With respect to freight equipment, 
it is noted that nearly all freight locomotives were equipped with train 
brakes and 75 per cent, of them with automatic couplers ; the correspond- 
ing figure one year previous was 45 per cent. Of 1,365,531 cars in the 
freight service June 30, 1900, 920,465 were fitted with train brakes, and 
1,307,559 with automatic couplers. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The number of persons employed by the railways of the United States, 
as reported for June 30, 1900, was 1,017,653, or an average of 529 employees 
per 100 miles of line. As compared with the number employed on June 
30, 1899, there was an increase of 88,729, or 34 per 100 miles of #ne. 
From the classification of these employees it appears that 42,837 were 
enginemen, 44,130 firemen, 20,957 conductors, and 74,274 other trainmen. 
There were 50,789 switchmen, fiagmen, and watchmen. 

Disregarding 8,394 employees not assigned to the four general divisions 
of employment, it is found that the services of 36,451 employees were 
required for general administration ; 324,946 for maintenance of way and 
structures; 197,799 for maintenance of equipment, and 450,063 for conduct- 
ing transportation. 

The report will contain a statement of the average daily compensation 
of the eighteen classes of employees for nine years, beginiiing with 1892.

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Another summary gives the total compensation of more than 99 per cent, 
of railway employees for the fiscal years 1895 to 1900. During the year 
ending June 30, 1900, $677,264,841 were paid in wages and salaries, an 
amount $131,756,680 in excess of that paid during the fiscal year 1895. 
The compensation of the employees of railways for the 1900 represents 60 
per cent, of the operating expenses of the roads and 39 per cent, of their 
gross earnings. 

CAPITALIZATION AND VALUATION OF RAILWAY PROPERTY. 

The amount of railway capital outstanding June 30, 1900, was 
$11,491,034,960. This amount assigned to a mileage basis represents a 
capitalization of $61,490 per mile of line. Of this amount $5,846,679,593 
existed in the form of stock, of which $4,522,291,838 was common stock 
and $1,323,287,755 preferred stock. The amount which existed in the form 
of funded debt was $5,645,455,367. This amount was classified as mort- 
gage bonds, $4,900,626,823; miscellaneous obligations, $464,983,341; income 
bonds, $219,536,883; and equipment trust obligations, $60,308,320. The 
amount of current liabilities not included in the foregoing capital state- 
ment was $594,787,870, or $3,183 per mile of line. 

The amount of capital stock paying no dividend was $3,176,609,698, or 
54.34 per cent, of the total amount outstanding. The amount of funded 
debt, excluding equipment trust obligations, which paid no interest, was 
$378,937,806. Of the stock paying dividends, 10.18 per cent, of the total 
amount outstanding paid from 1 to 4 per cent, 14 56 per cent, paid from 4 
to 5 per cent, 6.93 per cent paid from 5 to 6 per cent, 4.29 per cent, paid 
from 6 to 7 per cent, and 6.40 per cent, paid from 7 to 8 per cent The 
amount of dividends declared during the year was $139,597,972, which 
would be produced by an average rate of 5.23 per cent, on the stock on 
wh^ some dividend was declared. The amount of mortgage bonds pay- 
ing no interest was $266,874,623, or 5,44 per cent; of miscellaneous obliga- 
tions, $16,779,175, or 3.61 per cent; of income bonds, $95,284,008, or 43.40 
per cent. 

PUBLIC SERVICE OF RAILWAYS. 

The number of passengers carried during the year ending June 30, 1900, 
as shown by the annual reports of railways, was 576,865,230, showing an in- 
crease for the year of 63,688,722. The number of passengers carried one 
mile— that is, passenger mileage— was 16,039,007,217, there being an in- 
crease in this item of 1,447,679,604. There was an increase in the density 
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of passenger traffic, as the number of passengers carried one mile per mile 
of line in 1900 was 83,295, and in 1899 77,821. 

The number of tons of freight carried during the year was 1,101,680,238, 
an increase of 141,916,655 being shown. The number of tons of freight 
carried 1 mile — that is, ton mileage— was 141,599,157,270. The increase in the 
number of tons carried 1 mile was 17,931,900,117. The number of tons car- 
ried 1 mile per mile of line was 735,366. These figures show an increase in 
the density of freight traffic of 75,801 tons carried 1 mile per mile of line. 

The report contains a summary of freight traffic analyzed on the basis of 
commodity classification, and also a summary indicating in some degree 
the localization of the origin of railway freight by groups of commodities. 

The average revenue per passenger per mile for the year ending June 30, 
1900, was 2.003 cents. For the preceding year it was 1.925 cents. The 
revenue per ton of freight per mile was 0.729 cent, while for 1899 it was 
0.724 cent. An increase for earnings per train mile appears for both pas- 
senger and freight trains. The average cost of running a train 1 mile in- 
creased nearly 9 cents as compared with 1899. The percentage of operating 
expenses to earnings shows a small decrease as compared with the preced- 
ing year. 

EARNINGS AKB EXPENSES. 

For the year ending June 30, 1900, the gross earnings from the operation 
of the railways in the United States, covering an operated mileage of 
192,556.03 miles, were $1,487,044,814, being $173,434,696 more than for the 
preceding fiscal year. The operating expenses were $961,428,511, the in- 
crease in this item being $104,459,512. The details of gross earnings were 
as follows: Passenger revenue, $323,715,639— increase as compared with 
the preceding year, $32,602,646 ; mail $37,752,474— increase $1,753,463 ; ex- 
press $28,416,150 — increase $1,660,096 ; other earnings from passenger ser- 
vice $8,161,022— increase $473,659 ; freight revenue, $1,049,256,323— increase 
$135,519,168 ; other earnings from freight service $3,345,912— decrease 
$915,892 ; other earnings from operation, including unclassified items, $36,- 
397,294 — increase $2,341,556. Gross earnings from operation per mile of 
line was $717 more than for the year ending June 30, 1899, being $7,722. 

The operating expenses of the railways for the year under review were 
distributed as follows: Maintenance of way and structures $211,220,521, 
increase $30,809,715 ; maintenance of equipment $181,173,880, increase $30,- 
254,631 ; conducting transportation $529,116,326, increase $42,956,719; gen- 
eral expenses $39,328,765, increase $651,882 ; undistributed $589,019. The 
operating expenses for the year in question were $4,993 per mile of line, or 
$423 more than for the previous year. An analysis of operating expenses 
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for the year ending June 30, 1900, according to the fifty-three accounts em- 
braced in the official classification, appears in the report, with a statement 
of the percentage of each item of the classified operating expenses for the 
years 1895 to 1900, inclusive. 

The income from operation, or amount of gross earnings remaining after 
the deduction of operating expenses, generally designated as net earnings, 
was $526,616,303, an increase as compared with the preceding year of $68,- 
975,184. The average amount per mile of line for the year ending June 30, 
1900, was $2,729, and for 1899, $2,435. The amount of income received from 
sources other than operation was $162,885,071. This amount embraces 
the following items: Income from lease of road, $99,429,619 ; dividends on 
stocks owned, $24,490,263 ; interest on bonds owned, $11,833,974 ; miscel- 
laneous income, $27,131,225. The total income of the railways, $688,501,- 
374 — that is, the income from operation increased by the income from other 
sources — is the item from which fixed chaiiges and analogous items are de- 
ducted in order to reach the amount available for dividends. The total of 
these deductions was $461,240,927, leaving $227,260,447 as the net income 
for the year available for dividends or surplus. 

The amount of dividends declared during the year (including $4,542 other 
payments from net income) was $139,602,514, leaving as the surplus from 
the operations of the year $87,657,933, the corresponding surplus for the 
year ending June 30, 1899, having been $53,064,877. 

The deductions from income, $461,240,927, already mentioned, comprised 
the following items: Salaries and maintenance of organization, $520,102 ; 
interest accrued on fimded debt, $252,949,616 ; interest on current liabilities, 
$4,912,892; rents paid for lease of road, $101,951,319; taxes, $48,322,273; 
permanent improvements charged to income account, $25,500,035 ; other 
deductions, $27,074,690. 

The report will contain a summary of taxes paid by railways, the gross 
amount and the amount per mile of line being given for each State. From 
this it appears that, disregarding taxes paid to the United States Govern- 
ment under the recent internal-revenue act and small amounts not appor- 
tioned by States, there accrued against the railways of the United States 
during the fiscal year in question taxes to the amount of $47,415,433, or an 
average tax of $254.78 per mile of line. 

In the consideration of the foregoing figures pertaining to income and 
expenditure it should be held in mind that annual reports of two kinds 
are made to the commission by railway companies. Operating reports are 
filed by such companies as maintain full operating accounts, and financial 
reports by such companies as have leased their property to others for 
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operation, their own income, apart from that derived from investments, 
being the annual fixed or contingent rental paid by their lessees, from 
which they make their own disbursements. In consequence, certain items 
of income and expenditure are necessarily duplicated in comprehensive 
summaries which are compiled from reports of both classes. The source 
and extent of such duplications are clearly indicated by the statistician. 
His report contains also an income account of the railways of the United 
States, considered as a system. The figures in this account are such as 
would be presented were the railways owned by the Government — opera- 
tions, tariffs, and expenses remaining the same. They eliminate inter- 
corporate payments by making use, where necessary, of balance amounts. 

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 

The total number of casualties to persons on account of railway acci- 
dents during the year ending June 30, 1900, was 58,185. The aggregate 
number of persons killed in consequence of railway accidents during the 
year was 7,865, and the number injured was 50,320. Of railway employees, 
2,550 were killed and 39,643 were injured. With respect to the three general 
classes of employees, these casualties were distributed as follows : Train- 
men, 1,396 killed, 17,571 injured ; switchmen, flagmen, and watchmen, 272 
killed, 3,060 injured; other employees, 882 killed, 19,012 injured. The 
casualties to employees resulting from coupling and uncoupling cars were: 
Xumber killed, 282 ; injured, 5,229. The corresponding figures for the pre- 
ceding year were: killed. 260 ; injured, 6,765. 

The casualties from coupling and uncoupling cars are divided as follows: 
Trainmen, killed 188, injured 3,803 ; switchmen, flagmen, and watchmen, 
killed 77, injured 1,264; other employees, killed 17, injured 162. The 
casualties due to falling from trains and engines are assigned as follows: 
Trainmen, killed 412, injured 3,359 ; switchmen, flagmen, and watchmen, 
killed 45, mjured 501 ; other employees, killed 72, injured 565. The casu- 
alties to the same three classes of employees from collisions and derail- 
ments were as follows: Trainmen, killed 380, injured 1,867; switchmen, 
flagmen, and watchmen, killed 11, injured 141 ; other employees, killed 70, 
injured 445. 

The number of passengers killed during the year was 249, and the num- 
ber injured 4,128. The corresponding figures for the previous year were 
239 killed and 3,442 injured. In consequence of collisions and derailments 
88 passengers were killed and 1,743 injured. The total number of persons, 
other than employees and passengers, killed was 5,066 ; injured, 6,549. 
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These figures include casualties to persons classed as trespassers, of whom 
4,346 were killed and 4,680 were injured. The total number of persons 
killed at highway crossings was 750, injured 1,360, distributed as follows: 
Employees, 20 killed, 53 injured ; passengers, 1 killed, 3 injured ; other 
persons trespassing, 171 killed, 204 injured: not trespassing, 558 killed, 
1,090 injured. The number of persons killed at stations was 521, injured 
8,836. This statement covers: Employees, killed 113, injured 2,570 ; pas- 
sengers, killed 34, injured 646 ; other persons trespassing, killed 338, in- 
jured 393 ; not trespassing, killed 36, injured 227. The summaries giving 
the ratio of casualties show that one out of every 399 employees was killed, 
and one out of every 26 employees was injured. With reference to train- 
men — including in this term enginemen, firemen, conductors, and other 
trainmen— it. is shown that 1 was killed for every 137 employed, and 1 
was Injured for every 11 employed. One passenger was killed for every 
2,316,648 carriedj and 1 injured for every 139,740 carried. Ratios based 
upon the number of miles traveled, however, show that 64,413,684 passenger- 
miles were accomplished for each passenger killed, and 3,885,418 passenger- 
miles accomplished for each passenger injured. The corresponding figures 
in these latter ratios for the year ending June 30, 1899, were 61,051,580 and 
4,239,200 passenger-miles for each passenger killed and each passenger in- 
jured, respectively. 

One summary shows that in the course of thirteen years ending June 30, 
1900, in consequence of railway accidents, 86,277 persons were killed and 
469,027 persons were injured. The injuries reported varied from compara- 
tively trivial injuries to those of a fatal character. The casualties for the 
period mentioned occurred to persons as follows: Employees killed 38,- 
340, injured 361,789 ; passengers killed 3,485, injured 37,729; other persons 
(including trespassers) killed 54,452, injured 69,509. 



GRADE CROSSINGS. 



The following report of the committee on grade crossings was 
made to the National Association of Railroad Commissioners, at 
the meeting in San Francisco, in June, 1901, by Hon. Ashley W. 
Cole, Chairman of the Railroad Commission of New York : 

"Your special committee on grade crossings, appointed in the conven- 
tion of 1900, begs respectfully to make the following report : 

"The subject with which we have been charged is one entirely new in 
the series of railroad problems of the United States, and has not, until 
within the last five years, attracted any large share of general or technical 
attention. A few of the States, notably Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
began the systematic treatment of the question under legislative sanction 
or authority about ten years ago, and some other States have since then 
adopted a policy of administrative elimination of grade crossings. 

"One of the latest among the converts to this important policy is the 
State of New York, which enacted a general grade-crossing law in 1897. 
But the city of Buffalo, N. Y., had already secured legislation some five 
years earlier, by which was created a local municipal grade-crossing com- 
mission vested with power to improve and eliminate grade crossings of 
streets and railroads within a certain portion of that city. The railroad 
companies were required to cooperate with that commission and to bear a 
share of the expense, and under their intelligent and liberal joint action, 
and at a cost of several millions of dollars, a large amount of excellent 
work has been done and is still in progress. This work has all been of a 
distinct grade-crossing character, dealing with, in most cases individual 
crossings of streets or avenues and railroad tracks, and not, as in Chicago, 
111., Rochester, N. Y., Boston, Mass., and other cities, with a specific 
scheme for the elevation or depression of the tracks of a railroad through 
the city. 

"These municipal systems for the raising or lowering of the tracks have 
been in operation or under consideration for years past in all the chief rail- 
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way centers of the country, and are highly desirable public enterprises, 
but they hardly come within the purview of the general grade-crossing 
improvement scheme which is beginning to fix public attention. They are 
purely local, although they may be very comprehensive as to the needs of 
a particular city or locality in a city. Furthermore, statistics show that 
the proportion of grade-crossing fatalities, based upon density of popula- 
tion within a certain radius of the crossings, is less in the cities than in the 
rural communities. This showmg is due to several governing conditions, 
among which may be mentioned these : 1. The alertness to danger of the 
urban population by reason of their daily or hourly travel across the 
danger points. 2. The fact that many of the crossings are protected by 
gates and flagmen. 3. That the trains moving across or along the streets 
of cities are ordinarily held under reasonable control by the engineers. 

"It will be seen, therefore, that the general interest and subject of im- 
proving grade crossings have more to do with suburban and rural improve- 
ment and safety than with the conditions existing in cities. It is on 
country road crossings that the most shocking and unlooked-for accidents 
occur, where frequently whole families or groups of pleasure seekers are 
killed or maimed. 

**0n the side of the public the first consideration is the protection of 
people from death or bodily injury. In behalf of the railway corporations 
the first desire is to avoid loss through pecuniary or compensating damages. 

**But behind these there lies a consideration of great advantage both to 
the people and the railroads — safe operation means quicker operation, 
better business results. Eliminate or make absolutely safe the crossmgs 
in the suburbs of any large city and you at once bring into market and 
make accessible lands available for settlement, for suburban homes, and 
summer residence, as well as popular pleasure resorts. One particular 
instance known to your committee is near Freeport, Long Island, N. Y., 
where a farmer testified before the New York commission that he had 
sold a small tract on his farm to a New York merchant, to be used as a 
country home, for more money than his father had paid for the whole 
farm seventy years ago. And this farm was about 65 miles from New 
York City. The Long Island Railroad had, by a liberal use of gates and 
flagmen and the cutting out or improvement of crossings, made it feasible 
to run fast trains carrying city people out to Freeport or beyond. 

"It is matter of common knowledge that in most States grade crossings 
of highways and railroad tracks are almost as frequent, and frequently as 
unnecessary, as thistle patches. This condition results as a rule from the 
primitiveness of highway construction. The dirt or country roads usually 
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follow what was originally a mere trail— in a tangent where the surface 
was level enough, and crooked and uncertain where topographical ob- 
stacles existed ; there was no highway plan — simply a question of con- 
venience and feasibility. 

"When 'lines of railroad were projected they cut over these paths and 
roads without much regard to anything else than easy grades and curves 
for their own construction. The result is seen first in the multiplicity of 
crossings, and secondly in their frequently dangerous character. The 
proposition is a sound one that *all grade crossings are dangerous.* Of 
course where the country is open and the local conditions afford an un- 
obstructed view of the crossing, both to the locomotive engineer and the 
traveler on the highway, the danger is minimized. Still there is always to 
be taken into account the fellow who thinks he can * drive across the 
tracks ahead of the engine.' The really dangerous crossings are those 
where the intersection is made in or at the end of a cut, either of the high- 
way or the railroad, or both, or where the railroad or the highway ap- 
proaches the crossing on a curve ; or where the view of the tracks or the 
highway, or both, are obscured by adjacent buildings, woods, or embank- 
ment. 

"A very common form of the really dangerous grade crossing is one 
where the railroad and the highway are practically parallel, but in which, 
the highway being tortuous, it is frequently intersected by the tracks. 
Yet these can generally be eliminated with small or moderate expense. 
Many of them exist within the knowledge of your committee where the 
same railway and highway cross and recross each other as many as four 
to ten times within a mile, in some instances two to four times within a 
few hundred feet or yards. These crossings can ordinarily be cut out by 
building a new section of connecting highway on one side of the railway 
at a moderate cost. In New York, Massachusetts, Connecticut, and Ohio 
cases of this sort have been treated where the expense of taking out two 
crossings altogether has not exceeded $50, and four crossings have been 
cut out for $250 to $1,000 in many instances. Where this expense is di- 
vided between the railroad company on the one hand and the municipality 
(or the State and municipality) on the other, the burden is not heavy and 
the investment is a good one for all parties. 

"There is seemingly a human proneness to blame railway employees and 
railway companies for all grade-crossing accidents, and the tendency 
among juries, on the trial of actions for personal injury, is to sympathize 
with the injured persons or their families aiid give them a money solace, 
without regard to the law or the facts bearing on the question of negli-

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gence. Having in mind constantly this popular prejudice or unjust and 
misplaced sympathy, it appears to your committee that wherever a rail- 
road company can afford to invest a dollar in the elimination of crossings 
the investment is a good one, because it constitutes a permanent better- 
ment and because it may avert not only great loss through damages at 
law, but also save the corporation from the unpopularity and severe 
criticism which always follow serious accidents. More than one railroad 
company has been forced into bankruptcy and scores have been saddled 
with enormous debt as the result of grade-crossing accidents. 

"Of course, the taking out of grade crossings on any line must be a 
work of gradual improvement or betterment. There is probably not one 
railroad in the country that could afford to do all of its work of this char- 
acter at once. Much of it will necessitate heavy expense — especially 
where it involves bridging, either over or under tracks, and where dam- 
age results to abutting property. In a single case recently treated on the 
New York Central Railroad, in a village of not over 2,000 inhabitants on 
its main line, the expense of a viaduct and steel-truss bridge crossing four 
main tracks and five side tracks was, including property damage, about 
$26,000. The damages theretofore paid by the railroad company, resulting 
from various distressing accidents, would have defrayed more than the 
whole cost of this construction. The ultimate expense was shared, under 
the laws of New York, by the railroad company, the State, and the 
township. But the engineers now drive their fastest trains through St. 
Johnsville without any more of the once ever-present dread of that fatal 
spot. 

"And, incidentally, your committee would here express the opinion that 
the protection of engineers from the terrible responsibilities of, or the 
awful liability to, such accidents is a matter of grave concern. An emi- 
nent English railway expert, who visited this country three years ago, 
stated at a public dinner before the American Railway Guild, at the 
Holland House, New York City, that he had seen nothing in his tours over 
American railroads which so challenged his admiration as the moral en- 
durance, sharp intelligence, and prompt courage of the American loco- 
motive engineer. In England, he said, there were no such things as grade 
crossings, and all the engineer had to do was to operate his engine and 
watch for and obey his signals. Here he has ridden in the cabs with many 
of our engineers, and has himself on several occasions been brought to in- 
tense anxiety and alarm when it seemed that they were about to cut into 
a wagon or a pedestrian who had, as he said, * popped ' out suddenly be- 
fore the engine on some street or road crossing. And he had seen the 
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beads of nervous sweat start out on the engineer's brow at the imminent 
danger and dread of killing some thoughtless man, woman, or child. In 
his judgment it was wrong to subject any man in his daily occupation of 
bread- winning to such dreadful nervous tension during every hour of his 
active employment. 

"But the physical danger of grade-crossing accidents extends further 
than to the mere pedestrian or wagon driver on the highway. It may, 
under given conditions, involve the wrecking of an entire train, with great 
loss of life and personal injury. A wagonload of stone, or logs, or iron, or 
a steam road roller, stalled upon or moving too slowly over a crossing might 
easily, as has been the case, destroy a train. So that it will be seen that 
the safety of the traveling public, the train passengers, calls for more 
prompt and liberal attention than does that of the casual rustic wayfarer, 
because the injury may be much more terrible. 

"The laws under which grade-crossing improvement is carried on differ 
in the several States where such laws are in effect, but they all recognize 
the principle of sharing the expense or cost of the work between the people 
and the railway corporations. For example : In Massachusetts, the State 
which took the lead in this important work, the local courts appointed 
special commissioners upon the application of the municipal authorities, 
the railroad company, or the attorney-general of the Commonwealth, and 
this commission assumes general charge of the work, which is done by con- 
tract. The State railroad commission is required to keep informed of the 
character and progress of the work, and certifies from time to time the 
amounts of money expended, the State defraying 25 per cent., the railroad 
company 65 per cent., and the mimicipality 10 per cent, of the cost. Since 
the act went into effect in 1890, and up to January 1, 1900, the total ex- 
penditure for grade-crossing improvement in Massachusetts has been 
$12,408,383, a portion of which was disbursed under special laws. The 
State has contributed $2,479,946. 

"Connecticut gives more direct supervision of the work to the railroad 
commission, but the laws are scarcely devised to encourage grade-crossing 
improvement. They provide that where a railroad company applies for 
leave to eliminate a grade crossing the company shall bear the whole cost 
of the work, and if the application is made by the municipality, the pro- 
portion of the expense shall be 50 per cent, by the municipality, if the rail- 
road was built before the highway was laid out, and 25 per cent, if the 
highway preceded the railroad. If, however, the application is made by 
the railroad commission, the State pays 25 per cent, of the cost and the 
railroad company 75 per cent. The law also provides that at least one 
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crossing annually shall be eliminated on each 60 miles of road at the ex- 
pense of the railroad company, and most of the work done in Connecticut 
has been done under this provision of the law, except such work as has 
been done voluntarily by the New York, New Haven and Hartford Kail- 
road Company. 

"The law of Ohio requires that the railroad company shall pay not less 
than 65 per cent, of the cost of such improvements and the municipality 
not more than 36 per cent. The application to improve a grade crossing 
may be made either by the railroad company or by the municipal au- 
thorities, and the State commissioner of railroads and telegraphs has 
official supervision of the work. 

"The New York grade-crossing law vests the full control in the railroad 
commission, and application to change a crossing may be made by the com- 
mission, by the railroad company, or by the city, town, or village au- 
thorities. Due public notice and a hearing must be given before the 
commission. The cost of eliminating an existing grade crossing is borne — 
50 per cent, by the railroad company, 25 per cent, by the State, and 25 per 
cent, by the municipality. No new crossing may be made either by a rail- 
road across a street, avenue, or highway or of a highway, street, or avenue 
across a railroad until the railroad commission has first determined whether 
such crossing shall be over, under, or at grade. If a new railway is built 
across an existing highway, the railroad company is required to pay the 
whole cost ; if a new highway is built across an existing railroad, the ex- 
pense is borne equally by the railroad company and the municipality. The 
railroad company does the construction work, either itself or by con- 
tractors, but all estimates and bids are subject to scrutiny and approval by 
the commission before the work can be let. The commission employs an 
expert engineer, know as the superintendent of the grade-crossing bureau, 
and in most instances he makes original surveys, plans, and estimates; 
otherwise he carefully tests the railroad company's plans and estimates. 

"In cases where important work is to be done in a city, the city engineer 
may also prepare plans and estimates, and the ultimate plans may be an 
adaptation of the three schemes of work. In the three years during which 
the New York law has been actually operative, the cost of eliminating 
grade crossings has ranged from nothing to $150,000, this last being about 
the expense of an elaborate and handsome steel and stone viaduct across 
seven tracks operated by three railway companies in the heart of the city 
of Bingham ton. A number of rural crossings have been cut out and the 
travel diverted to another and safer grade crossing or to a near-by under 
or over crossing already in existence at nominal cost, and in a few in- 



stances the railroad companies have refused to charge up any expense, 
being only well pleased at having rid themselves of one more item of 
danger. The New York commission has published in its annual reports 
for 1899 and 1900 numerous plans, diagrams, and photographs which are 
of interest as showing the methods of dealing with various topographical 
conditions in this line of work. Its work already done, or in progress and 
authorized, involves a cost of about $1,600,000. 

"It has not been the effort of your committee to deal exhaustively with 
the technical, the legislative, or the pecuniary phases of the grade-cross- 
ing problem, but rather to submit some of the salient features of the sub- 
ject as the basis for further and more thorough inquiry and consideration. 
No general theory or method regarding the subject could be propounded, 
for local considerations will undoubtedly govern the action of the various 
States, and the financial ability of both the railroad companies and the 
civic authorities will always have large influence in measuring the extent 
and character of this much-needed form of public improvement." 

REMARKS BY COMMISSIONER BISHOP, OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

"The grade-crossing law of 1890 gave the cities, towns, railroads, and 
State a right to petition the supreme court for a commission to separate 
grade crossings, and apportioned the expense as follows : Kailroads, 65 
per cent. ; State, 25 per cent. ; towns and cities, 10 per cent. This law has 
resulted in much good and has been freely used, as it may be applied to 
crossings where an agreement could not be made. The commissioners of 
the State of Massachusetts do not have very much to do about this, ex- 
cept when grades of railroad tracks are changed. Such changes must be 
approved by the commission. I will say that this year the board has gone 
one step further in this matter. It has recommended to the legislature 
now in session that street railways should have the right to petition for a 
separation of grade crossings, to avoid the crossing of steam railroads at 
grade, and should also contribute to the expense of elimination. I do not 
know what disposition the legislature will make of this recommendation, 
but I trust it will become a law, as in many cases it will result in the 
separation of existing grade crossings and also avoid the necessity of 
street railways crossing steam railroads at grade. These results are fre- 
quently brought about by an agreement entered into by the street railway, 
railroads, towns, and cities, and must of necessity be of an amicable 
nature. The recommendations previously referred to would make pos- 
sible such separations as could not be agreed upon. 
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"I do not care to make any further remarks, but am ready to answer 
such questions as any member may desire to ask.'* 

REMARKS BY COMMISSIONER COLE, OP NEW YORK. 

"The special committee appointed by the last convention on this sub- 
ject, and which has reported, felt that the conditions in the various States 
were such as would not warrant them in meeting all the difficulties by 
any general recommendation as to the manner of eliminating gi^de cross- 
ings, and that the committee could perhaps best serve the purpose for 
which it was created by dealing generally with the subject, with a view 
to calling to this matter the attention of all the States, and letting each 
State work out in its own best way the problem. It is a matter of very 
considerable interest, and will be found so in all communities. 

"The State of New York has, I think, expended about a million and a 
half dollars in the first three years of its work. The grade-crossing law 
passed the legislature half an hour before adjournment and no appropria- 
tion was made to put it into effect that year. The commission, the person- 
nel of which remains intact to this time, is to be accredited solely with 
the effort to secure the passage of that bill, and we found that there was 
so much to study in the questions that were presented by the problem of 
elimination of grade crossings that we made no report whatever, and no 
appropriation was passed the same year enabling us to take up the work 
actively. A period of time lapsed, therefore, before the law became 
effective. At the following session of the legislature an appropriation 
was secured of only $250,000 by the State as its share of the 25 per cent, 
which it had been called upon to pay for the elimination of the various 
crossings ; and, as the report which I have just read shows, the State 
itself bore a proportion of the expense of the elimination of the grade 
crossings. Where a new road goes across an existing railroad or grade 
crossing, the State bears no part of the expense. It becomes entirely a 
matter between the municipality and the railroad company, except where 
the railroad crosses over a highway where no crossing previously existed ; 
there the railroads shall bear the whole expense. 

"The matter has assumed a serious shape in New York State, and 1 
have been diligently at work during the past three years in putting into 
effect the law as it was passed in 1897 and amended in several particulars 
since. We eliminated a large number of grade crossings, some of them at 
very slight cost. The most expensive one was at Binghamton, which cost 
$150,000. The expense of that was borne by three railroads and the State, 
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the latter paying 25 per cent, of the total cost. There are nine tracks 
crossing there. 

"The problem in New York State of eliminating the grade crossings has 
brought us standing squarely in front of the proposition whether or not 
State control of the railroads was to be allowed all over the State. Since 
I have been here from New York I have received brief information con- 
cerning an electric railway between Albany and Hudson. The railroad 
makes a turn to the east, as compared with the line of the road, in the 
form of the letter *D.' That road thinks nothing of running at the vety 
uncommon speed of 50 miles an hour. It runs in large part over a private 
right of way. It was built to cross the tracks of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad on the east side of the Hudson river. They have built iron and 
steel structures of a most costly description. They have practically a mile 
of track that was built so as not to interfere at the street crossings with 
the steam railroads at grade ; but that railroad, built with so much care 
and crossing no steam railroad, crosses highways in the country at grade, 
and it runs upon a private right of way for a large part of its distance. 

"The result is that they get up tremendous speed. Forty miles an hour 
is a very good speed. It has only been in operation since last August, but 
they have killed several persons. Since I have been here I have heard 
from New York that five persons were accidentally killed and a large num- 
ber seriously injured. It was a grade-crossing question, and they have 
even killed persons by the dangerous character of their electric construc- 
tion. It is not a * trolley' road in the sense of the overhead trolley. It is 
a * third- rail' road, and they believed that by running on a private right 
of way they were going to operate their line on such a safe system as 
would make it not only profitable, by reason of the high speed they could 
attain, but absolutely safe. As a matter of fact, they killed a farmer who 
was unfortunate enough to step on the third rail. He went up in the air 
and came down because the voltage of the current was tremendously high. 
The railroad commission of New York has now before it an application for 
one road 128 miles long to be operated by electricity, which will parallel 
a great part of the New York Central system for practically the whole of 
its distance from Rochester to Niagara Falls, Lockport, and Buffalo. It 
runs west from Rochester and forms three points of a triangle in going 
easterly toward Lockport and Niagara Falls. 

"Then we have another application from Rochester for a railroad to 
Geneva Lake, a distance, I think, of 48 or 50 miles, and there they will connect 
with an extension road from Geneva Falls. Running across to the center of 
New York, they are about to extend the road 6 or 7 miles farther and con- 
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nect it with the liiie of the Mohawk. But they are actually extending the 
line easterly from Auburn to the city of Syracuse, a distance of about 40 
miles, so they will be running continuously in one line for something like 
340 to 350 miles. It will take but one or two short lines then to connect 
with Albany and the city of Syracuse, and steps are under way for carry- 
ing out this plan, one by extensions and connections as I gave them, and 
the other by application to the board. So that the electric roads will, if 
they meet with no check, within a few months have continuous lines of 
railway from Niagara to cities within a hundred miles of New York. 

"The question of eliminating grade crossings on steam railroads, with 
which we have been dealing as intelligently as we could during the past 
three years, has been pushed as vigorously as the present law will permit. 
Some of the steam railroads rarely run trains at over 30 or 40 miles an 
hour, and if the State is to deal with the problem of eliminating grade 
crossings for these lines and prevent a multiplication of trolley lines run- 
ning at high rates of speed — 30 or 40 miles an hour — the problem has got 
to be a great deal more complicated than it has ever been. There is no 
doubt that even a single 25-ton car, if it strikes anything at the crossing, 
is going to collide with as much force as if it was a 60 or 70 ton locomotive. 
It will not make much difference. What we may call the ** grade crossing 
trolley question" is one that has come to be of the utmost importance — 
one of the most important questions that can possibly come before this 
body. It is coming to be just as important as the steam railroad crossing 
problem, and it may, through the multiplication of trolley roads, become 
a more serious one than that. I think the trolley roads now in New York 
State are killing quite as many people as the steam railroads, and the idea 
of the trolley road, in the rural districts, of course, is that it shall make 
high speed, or else it is of no service at all. 

The report we have submitted did not deal with that, because the ques- 
tion is one that has been gradually assuming a more and more serious 
aspect, and the commission of the State of New York is scarcely beginning 
the problem. We have an application pending for this road from Kochester 
to Niagara Falls, and for one line and another. The report of the com- 
mittee does not need to deal extensively with the subject. I was under 
the impression that it would best be discussed with a view of getting an 
exchange of views, and the intelligent discussion of the subject must be 
from the different limitations in the various States, and the whole ques- 
tion considered in such manner as finally to consolidate their views and 
arrive at a satisfactory conclusion in the matter as touching the associa- 
tion. That would be my way of dealing with it." 
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ADDITIONAL LEGISLATION. 

The twenty-first section of the act to regulate commerce imposes the 
specific obligation of recommending to the Congress such additional legis- 
lation **as the Commission may deem necessary." Referring to this obli- 
gation in its annual report, submitted two years ago, the Commission 
said : 

" In previous communications to the Congress, especially those of more 
recent date, attention has been called to the vital respects in which the 
act to regulate commerce has proved defective and inadequate. Some of 
its provisions were early seen to be imperfect, while others were so un- 
certain or ambiguous as to give rise to protracted litigation, resulting 
finally in authoritative construction by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The Commission has taken much pains to explain the various 
questions that have thus been decided and the effect of these adjudications 
in defeating the purposes of the act. To state that the law in its present 
condition can not be enforced is only to repeat what has already been said. 
Until further and important legislation is enacted the best efforts at regu- 
lation must be feeble and disappointing." 

In the annual report of last year the following was said : 

"With reference to further legislation the Commission has little to sug- 
gest, and nothing new to propose. The subject has been fully discussed 
in previous reports to the Congress, and recommendations both general 
and specific have been repeatedly made. The reasons for urging these 
amendments have been carefully explained, and repetition of the argu- 
ment at this time can hardly be expected. While the attitude of the 
Commission has been misunderstood by some and misrepresented by 
others, the views heretofore officially expressed are believed to be justified 
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alike by experience and reflection. They are confirmed by later and cur- 
rent observations. Knowledge of present conditions and tendencies in- 
creases rather than lessens the necessity for legislative action upon the 
lines already indicated, and in such other directions as will furnish an 
adequate and workable statute for the regulation of commerce among the 
several States.'* 

These statements apply with added force to the present situation. In 
repeating the views thus expressed the Commission believes that its duty 
in respect of recommendations is most suitably performed. 

Referring to recent investigations made into the movement of packing- 
house products and the movement of grain and grain products, the Com- 
mission says that the facts therein developed are of such a character that 
no thoughtful person can contemplate them with indifference. That the 
leading traffic officials of many of the principal railway lines, men occupy- 
ing high positions and charged with the most important duties, should 
deliberately violate the statute law of the land, and in some cases agree 
with each other to do so ; that it should be thought by them necessary to 
destroy vouchers and to so manipulate bookkeeping as to obliterate evidence 
of the transactions ; that hundreds of thousands of dollars should be paid in 
unlawful rebates to a few great packing houses ; that the business of rail- 
road transportation, the most important but one in the country to-day, pay- 
ing the highest salaries and holding out to young- men the greatest in- 
ducements, should to such an extent be conducted in open disregard of 
law, must be surprising and offensive to all right-minded persons. Equally 
startling at least is the fact that the owners of these packing houses, men 
whose names are known throughout the commercial world, should seem- 
ingly be eager to augment their gains with the enormous amounts of these 
rebates which they receive in plain defiance of a Federal statute. These 
facts carry their own comment, and nothing said by us can add to their 
significance. 

The Commission is not unmindful of the palliating circumstances under 
which railway traffic officials act. These have been fully stated in previ- 
ous reports, and the Commission has stated in that connection what, in its 
opinion, is the proper remedy. We certainly believe that existing laws 
should be so amended that, railway managers who desire to observe them 
can do so without risk of sacrificing their property. 

But we also believe that the application of this remedy is fraught with 
certain dangers and that it should not be applied unless the public is fully 
protected against those consequences, and that the public as well as the 
railways, and even more than the railways, requires at the present time 
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adequate protection ; that in view of those great combinations which have 
been formed and are now forming, by which railway competition, which 
upon the present theory of this law is greatly relied upon to secure just 
and reasonable rates and facilities, will be largely eliminated, some 
method should be provided by which the government can exercise in fact 
that control over railway rates and operations which courts without num- 
ber have asserted that it possesses and which many persons suppose that 
it now exerts. All this has been said in previous reports, and nothing 
could be added by repetition of it here. The Commission believes to-day, 
as it has in the past, that this whole law should be revised upon some cor- 
rect theory and some workable basis. 

It is possible, however, that the same causes which have prevented 
serious consideration of this subject in the past may continue to operate 
in the future. In that event, in view of the gross violations of the statute 
herein referred to, we would suggest that if it is not possible to amend 
this law in its more essential features, it ought at least to be possible to 
deal with those coercive features of the act which are intended to prevent 
practices of this character. If these practices are right and necessary they 
ought not to be unlawful ; if wrong, they should be stopped. 

While it was undoubtedly the intent of the tenth section of the act to 
impose a penalty upon the corporation itself, under its peculiar phraseology, 
it has, however, been judicially determined that the corporation is not 
liable. The agent alone can be punished. Now, the object of rate 
cutting is to get business and make money, and the corporation, if any- 
one, profits by the illegal act. It is the real offender, and ought certainly 
to pay the penalty as well as its officer. It is anomalous and unjust that 
the representative or employee only should be liable to prosecution, while 
the real offender, the corporation, the principal and beneficiary in the 
transaction, is not. If every illegal act of that character subjected the 
carrier to a substantial forfeiture, so that the money result of the trans- 
action was likely to be the other way, the inducement to commit such 
offenses would be greatly diminished. 

The act requires carriers to publish interstate rates and adhere to such 
published tariff's. But the tenth section, as construed by the courts, does 
not punish otherwise than by a possibly nominal fine, a departure from 
the published tariff, unless there is actual discrimination between ship- 
pers. To convict for paying a rebate it is necessary to show not merely 
that the railway company paid a rebate to a particular shipper, but it 
must also be shown that it did not pay the same rebate to some other 
shipper with respect to the same kind of traffic moving at the same time 
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under similar conditions. As a practical matter this is almost always im- 
possible. For this reason prosecutions otherwise sustainable can rarely 
be successful ; and this is particularly the case where there is an extensive 
demoralization of rates, and consequently the greatest need for the appli- 
cation of criminal remedies. Departure from the published rate is the 
thing which can be shown and the thing which should be visited with 
fitting punishment. 

The criminal provisions of the law should be further and generally 
amended with the view of removing their ambiguities and giving to those 
provisions the strength and enf orcibility which comes from definiteness of 
statement. 

The twentieth section should be amended so as to open the books of the 
carriers to the inspection of the Commission or its agents. Such publicity 
would be of the greatest service in exposing and punishing illegal practices 
of this kind, and it is difficult to see any good reason why this ought not to 
be permitted, provided proper restrictions are put upon the use to be made 
of knowledge thus obtained. 

These amendments would not afford any satisfactory system for the regu- 
lation of interstate railways, but they probably would stop such gross in- 
fractions of law as now frequently occur. 

We wish to still further suggest that if the powers of this Commission 
are not to be generally enlarged, some method should at least be devised by 
which such orders as it can make may be enforced within a reasonable 
time. 

RATES ON PACKING-HOUSE PRODUCTS. 

• 

The recent investigation of packing-house products showed that rates 
below published tariff charges had been applied both east and west of 
Chicago. East of Chicago the dressed-meats tariff had been cut from 31 
to 5 cents per hundred pounds and 5 cents on export provisions. On some 
of the lines the vouchers and other evidences of those illegal rates were 
destroyed soon after the transactions were completed. West of Chicago 
the rates on these products were from 2 to 5 cents lower than the published 
tariff. One line made a contract to carry this traffic for a year from 
Kansas City to Chicago at 5 cents below the tariff then in force. All other 
lines must, of course, make the same rate. These lines west of Chicago 
made no distinction between export and domestic business. Sometimes 
rebates were paid, sometimes the freight was billed at the cut rate, and 
sometimes the published rate was reduced when the freight money was 
paid. The important fact disclosed from the testimony is that packing- 
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house products are habitually carried from points of origin to the seaboard 
at rates below the published tariff of 5 to 10 cents per hundred pounds. 

The Commission required the carriers to file statements showing the 
number of cars shipped and the rates actually charged. When these are 
received the gross amount of the rebates can be determined ; at present 
it can only be said to reach hundreds of thousands of dollars. While the 
general public probably receives some benefit from these lower rates, in 
the main these sums swell the profits of the packers. These great con- 
cerns number only about five or six, and little distinction in the rates 
appears to have been made between them. The effect is to give them an 
enormous advantage over smaller competitors located at other points. 
Already these competitors have mostly ceased to exist. These disclosures 
afford a pregnant illustration of the manner in which secret rate conces- 
sions are tending to build up great trusts and monopolies at the expense 
of the small independent operator. All of the railway traffic officials in- 
quired of thought the published rate decidedly too low upon these products, 
although the testimony showed that this rate had not been maintained by 
the carriers. This may or may not indicate that the published tariff is too 
high. If it is, it should be reduced and a tariff open to all and fairly ad- 
justed between all localities put into effect. 

RELATIVE RATES ON EXPORT WHEAT AND FLOUR. 

Complaints of serious discriminations in rates on wheat and flour for 
export having been made by millers during the year, which, if true, must 
have occurred through departures from the published wheat tariffs, further 
investigation of those rates was made by the Commission. It developed 
that the carriers east of Chicago made no serious pretense of maintaining 
the export rates on wheat, and it appeared that the carriers had agreed 
among themselves upon a rate from Chicago 2i cents below the published 
tariff. This did not apply from intermediate points. If this agreed rate 
on wheat and the published rate on flour were both maintained, a discrimi- 
nation of from 2i cents to 4 cents on flour resulted. The Commission 
thinks, on the whole, that neither of them was absolutely maintained. 
Concessions were made according to the exigencies of the case. The entire 
profit in grinding export flour would not ordinarily equal 4 cents per hun- 
dred pounds. 

Wheat is carried on tramp steamers on the Great Lakes during a con- 
siderable portion of the year, and flour is also carried by lake vessels, but 
these are usually " line boats," directly or indirectly operated in connection 
with the railways. The railways must meet the low lake rate on wheat 
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to get the business. From Buffalo to New York the roads make a very 
low rate upon ex-lake wheat, but do not make a correspondingly low rate 
on export flour. To an extent, therefore, the rail carriers are responsible 
for the higher lake and rail rate on flour ; but after all has been said it is 
evident that in this water competition inheres a condition which, during 
a considerable part of the year, if given its natural result, must secure a 
somewhat better rate to export wheat than to the manufactured product. 

The rates west of Chicago are of equal importance. A large portion of 
the wheat exported has originated in the region which may perhaps be 
called tributary to Kansas City. This wheat may be exported through 
the Gulf ports, Galveston or New Orleans, or through Atlantic ports. 
The distance to the Gulf ports is much less than the distance to the 
eastern seaboard. Active competition exists between the lines leading in 
various directions from Kansas City, and this has resulted in very low 
rates on wheat from that section. The testimony also showed that these 
rates had not been observed. The open wheat tariff from Kansas City to 
Chicago has been 12 cents, and the actual ratie as low as 5 cents. To 
Galveston the export rate has been 15 cents and the domestic rate 37 cents. 
Export flour does not move at all through Galveston, and only in com- 
paratively small quantities through New Orleans. The competition, 
therefore, which produces so marked an effect upon wheat is not felt in 
the case of flour. It did not appear just what the actual flour rate from 
Kansas City to Chicago had been, but it was doubtless considerably above 
the wheat rate. 

Another manifestation of this competition in the West is seen in the 
practice of allowing some particular individual a concession which enables 
him to handle practically all the grain transported upon a particular rail- 
way. While the investigations of the Commission have not fully covered 
this aspect of the case as yet, it is a matter of common information, and 
we know from repeated complaints received that some one firm or some 
one individual purchases substantially all the grain which is handled by a 
given line of railway, and the claim is made, and the inference is almost 
a necessary one, that this lirm or individual must receive concessions 
which enable it or him to underbid other buyers in the same market. 
These different lines, in an effort to obtain a share of this business and to 
divide it up among different competing routes, deem it necessary to drive 
out of business the small buyer, and to operate through a single large 
concern. One effect of this is to put the miller out'of the market as an 
independent buyer. 

The following conclusions are stated by the Commission : 
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First. At the present time grain and grain products move from points 
of origin to the seaboard generally upon secret rates. This is entirely- 
true of that portion which is exported, and in the main true of domestic 
traffic. No serious attemp.t was made, or could be made, to distinguish 
between export and domestic in applying the cut rate to Chicago. Carriers 
from Chicago to the seaboard do attempt to maintain a distinction from 
that point upon all-rail grain. 

Second. The effect of these secret rates is to discriminate in favor of 
the foreigner, to give preference to particular shippers, to exclude from 
business the small operator. We do not intend to say that this is always 
the result or that such a result may not in some cases be necessary. This 
Commission has previously held that under certain conditions an export 
rate lower than the domestic rate is proper. It may be true that in the 
future commercial scheme the small dealer can have no place. But cer- 
tainly unjustifiable freight-rate preferences ought not to contribute to 
that end, and until there is a published rate which is accorded to all 
shippers alike it must be impossible to determine whether the rates en- 
forced are just or unjust. 

Third. These rate discriminations militate against a great American 
industry. To an extent the rate upon flour to the foreign market must be 
higher than that upon wheat. This is decreed by physical conditions 
which no statute and no commission can alter. To that extent this in- 
dustry must expect to operate at a disadvantage. But many of the present 
discriminations are unnecessary ; and here again it never can be known to 
what extent they are just or unjust until it is first known what rate this 
traffic actually bears. 

Nothing can more strongly emphasize the necessity for such changes in 
the present law as will secure the maintenance of the published rates. 

TRAFFIC ASSOCIATIONS. 

These secret rates from Chicago to the seaboard were referred to by the 
witnesses. as "agreed" rates. The railroads had by concerted action 
agreed to make and maintain such rates. Further inquiry developed the 
fact that these roads, together with many others, were members of the 
Central Freight Association, and that this association determined the 
competitive rates within its territory. It was claimed that each road was 
in theory at liberty to put in whatever rate it saw fit, but practically the 
rates recommended by the association were always adopted. What is 
done in this section by this association is accomplished in other sections 
by other associations. 
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It is not the business of this Commission to enforce the antitrust act, 
and we express no opinion as to the legality of the means adopted by these 
associations. We simply call attention to the fact that the decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court in the trans-Missouri and Joint Traffic As- 
sociation cases have produced no practical effect upon the railway oper- 
ations of the coimtry. Such associations in fact exist now as they did 
before those decisions, and with the same general effect. In justice to all 
parties we ought probably to add that it is difficult to see how our inter- 
state railways could be operated with due regard to the interest of the 
shipper and the railway without concerted action of the kind afforded 
through these associations. 

COMPLAINTS. 

The work of the Commission which pertains directly to regulation in- 
volves two distinct kinds of procedure : One based upon formal petitions, 
involving regular hearing and investigation, the preparation of a report 
setting forth the material facts found and conclusions reached by the 
Commission, and issuance of an order dismissing the case or directing the 
carrier or carriers complained against to correct the rate or practice which 
may be held unlawful. The other kind of procedure relates to complaints 
received by letter, the examination of tariffs on file in the office in con- 
nection with such complaints, and correspondence with shippers and 
carriers concerning the same. Complaints of the latter class are called 
informal complaints. No order can be issued upon an informal complaint 
and inquiry. 

The main object of that mode of procedure is the speedy disposition, 
through settlements, readjustments plainly required by the statute, or 
advice given by the Commission of matters in which regulation is de- 
manded, and thus to limit the number of cases upon the docket. It 
would be an injustice to complaming shippers and commimities, amount- 
ing frequently to denial of relief, to compel the institution of a regular 
proceeding every time cause of complaint is brought to the attention of 
the Commission ; and the number of cases requiring the hearing of wit- 
nesses, oral or written argument, and formulated decision would probably 
be greater than the Commission could dispose of properly or without in- 
tolerable delays. The great mass of complaints are handled and disposed 
of by the Commission by preliminary investigation and correspondence 
or conference with carriers and shippers. The matters considered and 
acted upon in this way range from overcharges upon small shipments to 
rate relations affecting the interests of entire communities, and are of the 
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same nature as those which find their way to the regular case docket of 
the Commission. 

Undoubtedly many more formal proceedings would be instituted if the 
Commission possessed authority to deal effectively with these violations 
of the law. The instances are frequent where complaining parties have 
not filed formal complaints, though apparently warranted in taking that 
course by facts developed in preliminary investigations. Such failure on 
the part of complaining shippers to prosecute their cases in the way pro- 
vided in the statute can only be ascribed to lack of confidence in the 
power of the Commission to afford relief. 

The total number of proceedings brought before the Commission during 
the year was 340. These were brought by shippers and shipping organiza- 
tions, and include formal as well as informal complaints. One hundred 
and forty-nine informal complaints were settled through preliminary in- 
vestigation by the Commission. 

Nineteen formal proceedings have been instituted before the Commis- 
sion since the last report to Congress. These cases directly involve some 
of the rates and practices of 63 carriers and 2 telegraph companies. 

The report contains a brief statement of the points involved in these 
cases and of proceedings which have been had and investigated by the 
Commission at Washington and various other cities throughout the 
country. 

DECISIONS BY THE COMMISSION. 

In addition to matters disposed of by preliminary inquiry and general 
investigation, decisions in a number of contested cases have been rendered. 
The cases in which these decisions were filed involved the following sub- 
jects : 

Freight rates on east-bound and west-bound traffic to and from Denver, 
Colo., involving mainly comparison with rates to and from San Francisco 
on the west and to and from points on and east of the Missouri river. 

Freight rates from Chicago and other eastern points to San Bernardino, 
Cal., as compared with rates from the same points for the longer distance 
through San Bernardino to Los Angeles, Cal. 

Freight rates from St. Louis and other northern and eastern markets to 
Dallas and Fort Worth higher than those in effect over lines through those 
Texas cities to Galveston and Houston. 

Freight rates from Cincinnati, Louisville, Chicago, and St. Louis and 
other related points of shipment to Wilmington, N. C, as compared with

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the rates from the same points to Norfolk, Richmond, and other Virginia 
cities. 

Kates on lumber from Wilmington, N. C, to Philadelphia, Jersey City, 
and Boston, as compared with the rates in force to the same points from 
Portsmouth and Norfolk. 

Bates on lumber from points on the Norfolk and Western Railway in 
West Virginia and southwestern Virginia to New York City. 

Rates on coal from Myrick, Mo., as compared with those from Rich Hill, 
Mo., to points in Kansas and Nebraska. 

Facilities for the delivery of hay in Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Discrimination in charges for hauling private cars. 

Unjust classification of hatters* furs and fur scraps and cuttings. 

COURT DECISIONS. 

The only court decisions rendered during the year upon orders issued by 
the Commission were in four long and short haul cases— two in the United 
States Supreme Court, one in the fifth circuit court of appeals, and one in 
the circuit court, northern district of Alabama. In three of these cases 
the suits to enforce rulings made by the Commission were begun prior to 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the Alabama Midland case, which, 
as fully explained in former annual reports, was to the effect that the 
Commission had improperly construed the long and short haul section of 
the law. These three cases, therefore, as decided by the Commission, 
were open to the objection found by the Supreme Court in the Alabama 
Midland case, and upon that general ground the courts refused to direct 
enforcement of the orders of the Commission in these proceedings. 

One of these cases is known as the Chattanooga Long and Short Haul 
case ; another embraced three cases before the Commission, known as the 
Georgia Railroad Commission cases, and the other related to rates from 
northern markets for the shorter distances to Piedmont, Ala., than for the 
longer distance through Piedmont to Anniston, Ala. 

The fourth case, known as the La Grange Long and Short Haul case, 
and relating to traffic from New Orleans to La Grange, Ga., and through 
La Grange to Atlanta, was also dismissed by the circuit court of appeals. 
The commission says that the court of appeals apparently overlooked the 
fact that in this case the Commission, as was distinctly stated in its 
decision, had followed the ruling of the Supreme Court in the Alabama 
Midland case, and that the objectionable construction of the fourth 
section found by the Supreme Court in the Alabama Midland, Chatta- 
nooga and Georgia Commission cases had not been applied by the Com- 
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mission in this proceeding A petition for reargument having been denied 
by the court of appeals, the case has been appealed to the Supreme Court. 

The discussion in former reports of court decisions involving construc- 
tion of the long and short haul section has been amply sufficient to explain 
the ineifectiveness of that clause to accomplish the legislative intention. 
What was understood at the time the law was passed to amount to a 
prohibition of the discriminations and preferences resulting from higher 
charges for the shorter than for the longer distances, except in cases 
where special hardship might be shown, has turned out to mean that such 
higher short-haul rates are not forbidden unless upon complaint, hearing 
before the Commission, and subsequent trial in the courts they are held 
to be unjustified. 

A case decided by the supreme court of Tennessee seems to intimate an 
understanding that the publication of joint rates of connecting carriers, 
under the general order of the Commission directing publication of such 
rates, involves previous approval of such rates by the Commission. The 
Commission says that the law does not make the legality of these rates 
depend upon approval by the Commission in any way or authorize it to 
pass upon joint rates in the first instance. No presumption arises as to 
the legality or illegality of the rates from the mere fact of filing the 
schedules, and rates which are illegal can not be legalized by any failure 
to challenge them. 

Other cases discussed by the Commission under this heading involve 
the following subjects : 

"Bill of lading rates lower than those named in published tariffs;" 
" Refusal to apply carload rates to carload shipments made by collecting 
or forwarding agents ; " "Furnishing cars to competing shippers ; " "Re- 
lative rates from Portland, Oreg., and San Francisco, Cal., to points in 
Idaho and Utah;" "Is transportation passing through different States, 
but beginning and ending in the same State, subject to regulation by 
State or national authority?" "Ticket brokerage;" "Federal common 
law, and application of the common law to unjust rate discriminations ; " 
"The Harter Act, designed to prohibit insertion in bills of lading of 
clauses exempting ocean carriers from liability for loss or damage due 
to negligence, etc." 

CASES FENDING IN THE COURTS. 

Eleven civil cases are pending in the Federal courts to enforce orders of 
the Commission. 
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STATISTICS OF RAILWAYS. 

The report includes a comprehensive abstract of the Thirteenth Annual 
Report on the Statistics of Railways in the United States, for the year 
ending June 30, 1900, which was distributed a number of months ago. 
The statistician to the Commission, in effect, repeats therein his recom- 
mendations that annual reports from express companies engaged in inter- 
state traffic, from carriers by water, so far as their business is interstate 
traffic, and from corporations and companies owning rolling stock used in 
interstate commerce must be obtained before it is possible to render full 
reports upon interstate traffic. 

The report of the Commission includes also an abstract of the prelimi- 
nary report on the income account of railways in the United States for the 
year ending June 30, 1901, prepared by its statistician in advance of the 
complete statistical report for the year, from which the more important 
results of the operations of the railways for the last fiscal year are sum- 
marized in the following statement : 

The preliminary report includes returns of railways operating 192,193 
miles of line, or probably 99 per cent, of the mileage that will be covered 
by the final report for the year. The passenger earnings of these railways 
were $426,909,210, and the freight earnings $1,114,740,770. The total earn- 
ings were $1,578,164,205, or $8,211 per mile of line. The gross earnings for 
1900, as shown in the final report for that year, were $1,487,044,814. The 
operating expenses for 1901 amounted to $1,023,156,281, or $5,323 per mile 
of line, the net earnings of the roads included in this advance report 
being $555,007,924, or $35,577,218 in excess of their earnings during the 
fiscal year 1900. The total income of these roads, including $65,271,244 re- 
ceived from investments and other sources, was $620,279,168. 

The total deductions from income, not including dividends, were $421,- 
625,796. In this amount are included interest on bonds, rents for leased 
lines, betterments charged to income, taxes (which were $47,041,214), and 
other miscellaneous charges. The amount of dividends declared during 
the year was $121,108,637. As it is shown that the dividends of corre- 
sponding roads for 1900 were $108,210,652, it appears that the pecuniary 
returns to their stockholders in 1901 were about $13,000,000 greater than 
in the year before. It should, perhaps, be explained that the dividends 
stated in these preliminary reports, which are compiled from the reports 
of operating roads only, do not represent the total amount of dividends 
declared on the stocks of all the railways in the United States, because 
the dividends declared by those companies that lease their property to 
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others for operation are paid from the rentals they receive, and such divi- 
dends are necessarily omitted from reports of this character. Returns for 
a series of years indicate, however, that the total amount of dividends 
paid by both classes of companies annually includes about $80,000,000 paid 
on the part of leased lines. 

The surplus from the operations of the roads included in the report 
under consideration for the year ending June 30, 1901, was $77,544,735. 
The surplus for 1900, as shown in the final report for that year, was $87,- 
657,933. 

TEN-YEAR BOOK ON RAILWAYS IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The Commission has in preparation a Ten- Year Book on Railways in 
the United States, the design of which is to show the results of railway 
operation, as also the conditions under which railway property has oper- 
ated since the publication of the volume on transportation by the census 
of 1890. In addition to a series of condensed statistical tables showing 
the changes in mileage, equipment, earnings, expenses, traffic movement, 
railway capital, accidents, and other similar items, the greater portion of 
which is taken from the annual reports on file with the Commission, this 
publication will contain a statement of the statutory provisions of the 
States and of the Federal Government, so far as these pertain to the tax- 
ation of railway property, to the organization and administration of rail- 
way commissions, and to such other laws as limit, direct, and control the 
business of transportation by rail. 

The compilation of railway traffic prepared for the Senate Committee on 
Finance, and published by that committee in 1893, has been amplified and 
brought down to date. The tendency toward organization for the purpose 
of uniformity in administration, so far as this is represented by associa- 
tions among railway officers and employees, finds place in this publication, 
as also a chapter upon railway bibliography and the railway press during 
the past ten years. It may be added that the statistical exhibits contained 
in the Ten- Year Book are a continuation of the ten- year exhibit in the 
census volume on transportation, thus providing the student of railway 
management a series of statistical tables uniformly compiled, covering a 
period of twenty years. 

SAFETY APPLTANCiES. 

The safety-appliance law became fully effective on August 1, 1900, and 
the beneficent results of its operation are now being realized. The greatly 
increased security to life and limb by which the men on freight trains and 
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in freight yards now perform their work is now apparent on every hand. 
Evidence of the improved conditions resulting from the practically uni- 
versal use of automatic couplers on freight cars appears in the records of 
accidents and in the testimony of railroad officials and employees. Further 
proof from a financial standpoint is also found in the records of the rail- 
way claim departments, as well as in those of the several trainmen's 
associations. 

This gratifying state of affairs is due to the Federal statute, the railroad 
company's united action, and the efficient performance of their duties by 
the inspectors employed by the Commission. These inspectors, who are 
competent men of long experience in car and train work, have taken note 
of all features of operation, improvements, and repairs which seem to be 
germane to the work in which they are engaged, and this has proven satis- 
factory to the railroad presidents and managers, and has resulted in estab- 
lishing amicable relations with the employees. The various railroad 
technical associations, including the American Railway Association and 
the Master Car Builders' Association, have contributed in marked degree 
to the success of the law. 

The report then shows that for the year ending June 30, 1901, the number 
of employees killed in coupling accidents was less than in the preceding 
year by about 35 per cent., and the number injured was less by about 52 
per cent. Attention is called to the form of accident reports promulgated 
by the Commission under the accident law of March 3, 1901, under which 
precise definitions are given for the purpose of these reports to the words 
"killed" and "injured," and that this has resulted in a uniform system 
of reporting. According to the accident returns for the month of July, 
only 4 employees were killed during that month while coupling and un- 
coupling cars. This warrants the expectation that casualties due to this 
cause will be less for 1902 than for 1901. For the full year ending June 30, 
1901, the number killed in coupling accidents averaged 23i per month. A 
table showing the complete statistics for 1893, and 1897 to 1900, inclusive, 
is given. Anotlier table shows for those years the number of persons 
killed or injured by falling from trains and engines. 

There was a material increase in the ratio killed in 1900 from the three 
years preceding, the causes for which can only be conjectured. With the 
use of air brakes on' freight trains it is confidently expected to lessen the 
deaths and injuries under this head, and it is observed that air brakes 
were not nearly as generally used in 1899 and 1900 as they are now. It is 
pointed out, however, that with more powerful locomotives, heavier cars, 
and longer freight trains the use of air brakes on these trains has been the 
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occasion of an increased number of violent shocks, which tend to increase 
the danger to men on the cars. 

Another table indicates the increased efficiency of the men. In 1893 the 
number of ton mi]es to each trainman was 638,635, while in 1900 it was 
913,425. Some damage cases brought under the safety-appliance act, or 
similar provisions in the State statutes, are mentioned. The Commission 
recommends that this act be amended so as to specifically require the 
application of automatic couplers to locomotives and tenders. Although 
about 76 per cent, of the locomotives and tenders have been equipped with 
such couplers, the amendment is desirable if for no other reason than to 
insure uniformity on all the roads. It is also recommended that the appli- 
cation of "handholds*' be required on locomotives, tenders, and snow 
plows as well as upon cars. Both of these provisions and also the require- 
ment of a standard height for couplers might reasonably be made to cover 
all vehicles, passenger, freight, and miscellaneous, which are hauled or 
propelled by standard locomotives. 

The Commission recognizes that as a rule the railroad companies now 
need no compulsion to induce them to use automatic couplers, and that it 
is only in details of a minor character that any road has assumed a critical 
or reluctant attitude. Both the automatic coupler and continuous power 
brake are now absolute necessities in the operation of roads which move 
long trains, or use the powerful locomotives and heavy cars which are now 
common. Thus the policy of Congress in enacting the safety-appliance 
law is amply vindicated on what may be called business considerations, 
without regard to the question of safety of life and limb. 

Attention is called to the dangerous use at the present time of old and 
weak cars in nearly all trains. This has largely been caused by the great 
expansion of business, but it is reasonable to expect that every well- 
managed road will do away with this element of danger as fast as prac- 
ticable. The action of the American Railway Association in recommend- 
ing the adoption of a standard size for box and freight cars is noted and 
commended. 

The rules adopted by the Commission for the government of its in- 
spectors are appended to the report. These rules have been widely dis- 
tributed and have come to be largely used by the railways themselves. 
About 50 copies have been sent at the request of the Master Car Builders' 
Association. The appendix to the report also contains a table summarizing 
the results of the inspections made by the Commission. For the year 
ending June 30, 1901, the five or six inspectors employed examined about 
98,600 cars. The results of these inspections are discussed with some 
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detail. Attention is called to defects in couplers, uncoupling mechanism, 
brake cylinders, or triple valves. Especial reference is made to the break- 
age of the "knuckle** on couplers, which often results from the fact that 
slots and holes are still left in the knuckles for the purpose of coupling 
with the old-fashioned link and pin, thereby diminishing the strength and 
security of the knuckle and of the coupler as a whole. The needs of the 
future in respect to couplers are strength, simplicity, and finish, the latter 
term being used with reference to the outer lines and greater smoothness. 

Railroad officials complain frequently of rough handling of cars in the 
yards. With the general use of automatic couplers, relieving the men of 
the necessity of going between cars about to come together, it has become 
possible to quicken the work of switching by moving the cars much faster 
than formerly, and taking less care to properly graduate the speed of one 
car or a draft of cars as it approaches another. This condition is regret- 
table, not only on account of damage to the cars, but because it produces 
an element of danger to the men. The breakage of a timber or loosening 
of a bolt or other fastening may not be discovered until it has caused a 
derailment while running on the road at high speed. The remedy for this 
fault lies chiefly in greater discipline of the men while handling the cars. 

Considerable space is devoted to the subject of air brakes, and the Com- 
mission says that the air brake on freight trains has long been in need of 
a decided improvement. Trains have often been run with only a few cars 
air-braked, when, but for insufficient inspection, a very much larger num- 
ber could have been made available. A harmful practice in connection 
with air-brake hose, which, unfortunately, seems to be on the increase, is 
noted. This results from pulling one car away from another without dis- 
connecting the hose couplings, but leaving these couplings to separate 
automatically. While such separation is theoretically provided for in the 
design of the coupling, the hose is strained and frequently loosened at its 
fastenings, so that defects are produced. This introduces an element of 
constant danger while trains are running, for the incidental rupture or 
parting of a hose while the train is in motion is sure to cause sudden stop- 
page, and the resulting shocks are quite liable to cause derailments or 
other damage to the cars. The retaining valve is a valuable additional 
safeguard, and on every steep grade a necessity, but it appears that only a 
few roads have as yet made regular and systematic use of these valves. 

Another cause of unsatisfactory service is found in deficient arrange- 
ments at yards for testing the brakes. The systematic maintenance of air 
brakes on freight cars requires the intelligent cooperation of all who have 
to do with makiQg up, movement, and distribution of trains. The running 
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of trains partially air-braked is a practice which is still tolerated every- 
where. The balance of economy is probably in favor of running trains 
partially air-braked, rather than with no air brakes, but such a dangerous 
condition must be obvious to every railway manager. Some companies, 
particularly in the East, are still controlling trains on steep descending 
grades by the use of hand brakes. This is m disregard of the lessons of 
experience on many roads in the West, and is contrary to the advice of 
expert engineers. An object of the safety-appliance act was to provide 
for the use of universal and continuous power brakes on all trains, and 
it is the purpose of the Commission to pay particular attention to this 
feature. 

Attention is called to the benefits accomplished by the establishment of 
a standard height for drawbars, and that the railroads had made good pro- 
gress in that direction before the passage of the law. It is gratifying to 
be able to state that many railroads are introducing or extending the use 
of the block system, and otherwise improving their signaling appliances, 
all of which decreases the dangers of train movement and makes the 
duties of the men simpler and easier. 

In conclusion, particular reference is made to letters in the appendix 
from officers of railway companies and trainmen's brotherhoods, testifying 
to the good results of the law. 

ACCIDENT REPORTS. 

By the act approved March 3, 1901, requiring common carriers engaged 
in interstate commerce to make full reports of all accidents, the Commis- 
sion is required to gather statistics of all collisions and derailments on 
railroads doing interstate business, and of accidents to passengers and to 
employees on duty. The railroad companies are required to report the 
accidents, stating the nature and cause, in reports of such form as the 
Commission shall prescribe. 

The railroad companies were notified by the Commission to make these 
reports beginning with the month of July, 1901. 

A public hearing was held at the office of the Commission in Washing- 
ton on April 30 to consider the form of the reports to be filed, and subse- 
quently the form now in use was promulgated. 

Although ample notice was given, a number of companies failed to file 
their reports within the time specified, and in fact have not yet submitted 
them, and for that reason the statistics for the first month have not yet 
been fully tabulated. One reason for this appears to be that the com- 
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panies in question had not before kept their accident statistics in a form 
readily adaptable to the Commission's form. These difficulties have been 
or will be corrected. The Commission intends to tabulate and collate the 
information contained in the reports, and to issue bulletins showing the 
principal facts. 

The primary object of the statute is, obviously, to promote the safety of 
passengers and railway employees ; and this object is to be accomplished 
by making the most instructive exhibit possible of those accidents which 
are preventable. Experience has shown that some classes of accidents, 
including many personal casualties in which the person injured is himself 
chiefly at fault, occur in such uniform percentages, year after year, in 
proportion to the total number of persons employed, or, in the case of pas- 
sengers, to the total number transported, that they may be looked upon 
as unavoidable. On the other hand, many of these injuries, fatal and non- 
fatal, are in some degree preventable by care ; and the Commission will 
present such lessons as may appear to be deducible from the reports it 
receives. Employees should be aided both to better care for their own 
bodily safety and to more intelligently care for their employer's property, 
which latter duty includes care for the safety of passengers. 

The purpose of the act being general, and purely remedial, the statistics 
furnished thereunder should be considered wholly without regard to the 
name of the company on whose lines any particular accident occurs or to 
the agents or employees upon whom responsibility for an accident may 
rest ; and the Commission will pursue that course. The Commission has 
taken ample precautions to prevent the reports received from the various 
carriers being used for the benefit of private interests. 

The regulations prescribed by the Commission include questions 
adapted to the various kinds of accidents and sp framed as to draw out 
a brief but clear account of each case. 

This law is deemed defective because the monthly reports are limited to 
accidents to employees and passengers, and do not include the large num- 
ber of casualties to other persons resulting from railway accidents. The 
latter are covered, or intended to be, by the annual reports to the Com- 
mission under the twentieth section of the act to regulate commerce ; but 
it is believed that reports under the recent law should embrace all railway 
accidents resulting in death or personal injury, so that this subject can 
be omitted from the annual reports, and the Commission recommends au 
ajnendment to accomplish that purpose, 
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NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF RAILWAY COMMISSIONERS. 

The report concludes with a reference to the proceedings of the 
National Association of Eailway Commissioners held in San Francisco 
in June last. 
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
